Grace  Boren  Kemp,"Aunt  Grace"  as  I knew  her,  was  a remarkable  woman. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  Grace  could  have  sprung  from  the  staid  Methodist  family 
headed  by  her  dour,  strict  father,  John  Boren.  Their  family  situation  was  so  touchingly 
depicted  in  the  bleak  1928  holiday  family  photo  where  all  were  dressed  in  funereal  black,  the 
younger  daughters  in  their  artless  homemade  "Sunday  best"  tunics.  It  is  depressing  to  look  at 
it. 

Grace  had  a sparkling  joy  and  special  exuberance  that  was  infectious  to  all  around  her.  At  her 
death  in  2006  my  brother  Oliver  put  it  best:  "...those  memories  of  excitement  in  York  when 
the  feeling  was  anything  was  possible  with  her  around.  Even  as  a child  I always  felt  a sense 
of  some  creative,  explosive  aurora  surrounding  her  that  led  to  adventure  that  I couldn't  even 
imagine."  She  was  our  own  family's  version  of  Rosalind  Russell  in  her  zany  portrayal 
of 'Auntie  Marne.”  Her  perpetual  high-spirited  optimism  in  the  face  of  adversity  was  a 
beacon  of  support  and  encouragement  for  many.  Perhaps  Grace's  distinctive  personality  may 
have  been  similar  to  her  second  cousin  of  a generation  earlier,  Hattie  Josephine  Williams 
Goldwater,  with  whom  she  bore  a striking  physical  resemblance. 

Her  long  life  was  not  easy.  In  spite  of  a difficult  marriage,  moving  around  the  West  nearly 
every  year  with  small  children,  and  challenging  financial  circumstances,  she  managed  to  raise 
her  two  sons  who  both  made  remarkable  achievements  in  their  adult  lives  in  Southern 
California.  During  the  period  of  my  mother,  her  sister,  dying  in  1 960,  she  came  to  Onawa 
and  was  the  backbone  for  our  family's  survival  during  this  devastating  time. 

Grace  moved  then  to  California  assist  her  sons  and  to  raise  her  granddaughter,  Debbie.  Into 
her  seventies  she  excelled  at  her  vocation.  She  lovingly  and  single-handily  provided  expert 
day  care  for  as  many  as  ten  babies  and  pre-school  children  at  a time  in  her  home  as  "Grandma 
Grace."  Always  interested  in“family,"  she  would  sometimes  mention  her  "Uncle  Guy" 
(Evans),  her"Cousin  Bill"  (Boren),  and  her  other  cousins,  Gladys  (Jacobs)  Ashmore,  Irene 
Shipley  Bachman,  and  second  cousin  Stella  Evans  McCloud.  "Jotting  a note"  as  she  called 
them,  Grace  sent  a steady  stream  of  many  thousand  cards  and  letters  over  her  long  life  to  a 
wide  range  of  family  members  and  friends. 

At  its  best,  the  study  of  family  history  is  a cooperative  group  effort  among  a wide  variety  of 
family  members.  Some  may  never  meet  in  person,  while  indeed  others  no  longer  living  make 
important  contributions  from  earlier  eras  for  others  to  later  interpret  and  add  to.  Both  have 
been  part  of  this  work. 

On  the  Boren-Evans-Williams  lines  I am  thankful  for  the  assistance  and  contributions  of 
Alma  Boren  Anderson,  Helen  Boren  Dahl,  Charles  Evans,  Evelyn  Boren  Henderson,  Jeanne 
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Preface 

Irwin,  Grace  Boren  Kemp,  Jim  (James  Wesley)  and  Jack  (John  Mahlon)  Kemp,  Geraldine 
Evans  McAlpin,  11a  Evans  Smith,  James  B.  Walton,  and  James  R Williams.  Dean  Smith  and 
Bert  Fireman  of  the  Arizona  Historical  Foundation  for  many  years  researched  the  background 
of  Barry  Goldwatcr's  mother,  Hattie  Josephine  Williams. 

I am  especially  indebted  to  cousin  Velma  Boren  Vincent  of  Burbank,  California,  who  also  has 
a deep  interest  in  our  mutual  Nebraska  roots.  Over  the  years  she  has  unfailingly  shared  much 
family  information  with  me,  and  I appreciate  her  friendship  and  generosity. 

This  work  is  a motley  compilation  of  family  history  data  collected  from  many  sources  over 
the  past  forty  years.  It  is  the  effort  of  an  amateur,  and  it  bears  many  flaws.  Borrowing  from 
the  previous  work  of  many,  I have  not  personally  verified  each  source  and  fact.  Without  a 
doubt  it  has  many  omissions,  gaps  and  certainly  some  errors  for  which  1 apologize. 
Occasionally  I uncovered  some  discrepancies  of  facts,  and  I tried  to  indicate  variations  for 
others  to  track  down  the  truth. 

Also,  I am  the  first  to  admit  that  this  record  is  substantially  incomplete.  Realizing  that 
family  history  research  is  never  ending,  I decided  to  publish  this  book  with  the  information  I 
currently  have  collected.  Especially  left  undone's  recording  more  recent  generations. 

There  is  much  remaining  to  investigate,  such  as  land  and  newspapers  records  of  York  County, 
Nebraska  along  with  Adams  and  Hancock  County,  Illinois  to  gain  a better  understanding  of 
the  lives  and  inter-relationships  of  the  Evans,  Williams  and  Borens  during  this  time.  Also 
too,  the  records  of  Sussex  County,  Delaware  deserve  a full  examination  to  learn  about  the  life 
and  times  of  the  Evans  family  before  John,  Ezekiel,  and  Job  made  the  fateful  migratory  leap 
to  Illinois  just  before  the  Civil  War.  A pursuit  of  the  Evans  family  in  Wales  should  also 
prove  a fascinating,  if  not  daunting,  line  of  investigation. 

This  compilation  is  presented  with  the  hope  it  will  be  of  interest  to  family  members  and  assist 
future  researchers. 

Note:  Unfortunately,  due  to  the  difficulty  of  transposing  different  family  lines  from  the  Roots 
Magic  relational  software  database  into  an  analog  form,  there  are  some  unavoidable 
duplicate  records  in  the  Boren,  Evans  and  Williams  lines  for  later  generations. 

The  "scrapbook  albums”  may  contain  photographs,  biographies,  obituaries,  news  articles, 
letters,  family  histoiy  research,  and  copies  of  official  documents.  They  are  filed  in 
alphabetical  order  by  the  last  name  of  the  individual.  In  the  case  of  a married  woman,  the 
scrapbook  is  included  under  her  name  before  marriage.

1 He  lived  in 
South  Carolina  circa  1 770. 1 John  lived  in  Sumner  County,  Tennessee  circa  1 802.'  He  died  on 
12  Dec  1821  at  the  age  of  95  in  Sumner  County,  Tennessee.1  According  to  Evelyn  Boren 
Henderson,  John  Boren  Sr.  may  have  had  two  other  unnamed  daughters  and  a son.

He  moved  to 
an  80  acre  farm  west  of  McCool 
Junction,  Nebraska,  the  "House  on  the 
HI  11"  that  featured  electricity  and 
indoor  plumbing  in  1 927.  (In  Magic 

City  On  The  Blue  the  year  is  listed  as  1921).  He  retired  with  his  wife  to  1309 
Blackburn  Avenue,  York,  Nebraska,  in  1949.  John  was  honored  at  a dinner 
celebration  for  his  90th  birthday  in  Mar  1958  at  the  McCloud  Hotel  in  York, 
Nebraska.  He  was  buried  in  1961  in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  west  of  McCool 
Junction,  Nebraska.4  He  was  hospitized  after  suffering  a fractured  hip  in  a fall 
at  his  home  on  28  Nov  1961  in  York,  Nebraska.  John  died  on  6 Dec  1961  at 
the  age  of  93  at  York  General  Hospital  in  York,  Nebraska.10  He  had  a sixth 
grade  education.  He  hired  Mrs.  Maude  Kuns  as  a live-in  housekeeper  after  his 
wife's  death.  John  was  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  McCool  Junction, 
and  later  the  York  Methodist  Church.  Both  his  daughters,  Helen  and  Grace, 
told  the  story  of  his  altercation  with  his  sister,  Hallie  Boren  Shipley.  They 
were  in  the  McCool  Methodist  Church,  and  disagreed  about  the  location  of 
the  piano  in  the  sanctuary.  It  became  a nasty  yelling  match,  and  they  did  not 
speak  to  each  other  for  years.  Their  animosity  created  difficulties  for  caring 
of  their  mother,  Ellen  Boren,  who  alternated  at  different  times  living  with  both 
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of  them. 

When  I visited  his  niece,  Irene  Shipley  Bachman,  in  1971,  on  her  McCool 
Junction  farm,  she  told  me  that  many  people  thought  John  Boren  had  a 
disagreeable  personality.  However,  she  told  me  that  she  thought  well  of  him. 
When  she  was  a teen  in  the  1920s  she  was  having  problems  with  her  parents 
at  home.  John  Boren  agreed  to  let  her  live  with  his  family,  and  she  always 
appreciated  his  kindness  during  this  difficult  period  in  her  life.  He  purchased 
a wheat  fam  in  Kimball  County,  Nebraska  in  the  1920's  on  which  oil  was 
discovered  in  the  1950s.  He  was  particular  about  his  clothes  and  appearance 
throughout  his  life,  and  enjoyed  wearing  a suit  and  tie  after  his  retirement 
when  he  went  out.

Long  Time  Resident  Charles

Charles  Herbert  Vincent  will 
always  be  remembered  as  a Realtor,  musician,  giver  of  service, 
curious,  even  keeled,  but  most  of  all  - he  was  true  to  his  high  school. 
Known  around  town  as  "Herb  ”,  the  Burbank  High  School  graduate 
passed  away  peacefully  at  his  Burbank  home  on  June  6.  He  was  86. 
CHARLES  H.  "HERB  ” VINCENT 
February  2,  1928  - June  6,  2014 

He  was  born  on  Feb.  2,  1928,  in  Hamilton,  Mont.,  to  Frank  and 
Flossie  Vincent.  He  had  one  sister.  Marge,  and  three  brothers;  Frank, 
Donald  (who  died  at  the  age  of  two  from  measles)  and  Darryl.  His 
father  died  when  Herb  was  8 years  old  and  in  1939,  at  the  age  of  11, 
he  moved  to  California  so  his  older  brother,  Frank,  could  attend 
aviation  school  at  the  Curtis  Wright  Technical  Institute  in  Glendale. 
Herb  graduated  from  Burbank  High  School  in  1946. 

After  graduation,  Herb  went  to  work  for  A.  E.  Peterson  Manufacturing 
- (Peterson  Baby  Products)  in  Glendale.  He  worked  for  Arnie 
Peterson  starting  in  the  shipping  department  and  working  his  way  up 
to  national  sales  representative. 

He  met  his  wife,  Velma  Boren,  on  a blind  date  in  1947,  and  they 
married  on  April  9,  1949,  in  Los  Angeles. 

Herb  was  called  into  active  duty  in  1951  with  the  Air  National  Guard 
in  the  Korean  War.  He  served  in  the  562nd  U.S.  Air  Force  Band  at 
Moody  Air  Force  Base  in  Valdosta,  Ga.,  and  George  Air  Force  Base 
in  Victorville.  He  played  the  tuba  in  the  marching  band  and  string 
bass  in  the  dance  band  and  was  eventually  promoted  to  Staff 
Sergeant. 
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A fter  the  Korean  War,  he  returned  to  A. E.  Peterson  Manufacturing. 
Arnie  and  Herb  shared  a long  friendship  and  in  their  later  years  they 
enjoyed  collecting  and  working  on  antique  automobiles  together.  Herb 
often  drove  his  Model  T in  local  parades  and  chauffeured prestigious 
riders. 

Arnie  introduced  Herb  and  Velma  to  Emmanuel  Church  in  Burbank  in 
1954.  Herb  was  a member  of  the  choir,  member  of  the  deacon  board 
and  chairman  of  the  church.  Under  Herb 's  leadership,  Emmanuel 
Church  became  affiliated  with  the  Evangelical  Free  Church  of 
America. 

In  the  1960s  Herb  decided  he  wanted  to  spend  more  time  with  family 
and  less  time  on  the  road  as  a salesman.  So,  he  earned  his  real  estate 
license  and  his  broker 's  license  and  eventually  became  a manager  for 
Paul,  White  Carnahan  Realty ’ in  Burbank,  the  same  company  his 
mother,  Flossie  had  worked  for.  In  the  1970s  Herb  taught  real  estate 
licensing  courses  for  the  Burbank  Unified  School  District  Adult 
School. 

In  1974  Herb  and  Velma  opened  Vincent  Realty > and  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Burbank  Board  of  Realtors. 

Herb  lived  a life  of  service  to  others,  his  family  said.  In  1970,  he 
joined  the  Burbank  Noon  Kiwanis  Club  and  remained  a member  for  44 
years  until  his  death.  He  did  everything  from  setting  up  chairs  to 
writing  the  newsletter  and  leading  as  president. 

He  was  a vital  Kiwanis  member  and  had  a playful  nature, 
said  Burbank  dentist  Bruce  Lilly,  who  is  the  club ’s  president. 

“Herb  had  perfect  if  not  almost  perfect  attendance,  ” Lilly  said.  “He 
always  sat  at  the  same  table,  just  to  the  right  of  the  podium  and  I ’m 
president  this  year,  so  he  would  say  'Good  meeting  Bruce,  good  job  ' 
or  'Oops,  you  forgot  to  do  this  '.  And  then,  Ed  turn  my  back  on  him, 
and  he 'd  steal  my  gavel.  ” 

In  the  1980s  Herb  served  as  a member  and  chairman  of  the  Burbank 
Planning  Commission  for  the  city  of  Burbank. 

He  served  many  years  on  the  Burbank  Historical  Museum  board  oj 
directors  and  never  missed  a meeting,  and  was  a dependable  weekend 
volunteer,  said  museum  founder  Mary  Jane  Strickland. 

“He  was  just  fun  to  be  around  - a nice  person.  He  was  always  even 
keeled  and  sweet  natured,  ” she  said. 

He  was  great  for  bringing  in  tidbits  of  information  about  Burbank,  she 
added. 

“He  used  to  see  little  posts  sticking  up  around  town  and  he  couldn  't 
figure  out  what  they  were,  I didn  't  know  what  they  were,  and  I think 
the  city  finally  said  they  used  to  have  some  kind  of  a sign  on  them,  but 
he  was  so  curious,  he  was  always  trying  to  find  out  what  was  what.  ” 

In  1974  Herb  and  Velma  opened  Vincent  Realty  and  he  was  elected 
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president  of  the  Burbank  Board  of  Realtors. 

In  the  1980s  Herb  served  as  a member  and  chairman  of  the  Burbank 
Planning  Commission  for  the  City  of  Burbank. 

After  suffering  cardiomyopathy  for  several  years.  Herb  received  a 
heart  transplant  on  Nov.  12,  1993.  This  was  in  the  early  stages  of 
organ  transplantation.  Herb  was  the  435th  heart  transplant  recipient 
at  UCLA  and  lived  an  additional  20  years  with  his  new  heart,  his 
family  said. 

Always  remembering  his  roots,  Herb  was  involved  in  the  Burbank 
High  School  Senior  Bulldogs  Foundation  and  was  editor  for  10  years 
of  the  Senior  Bulldogs  Newsletter. 

He  was  the  ultimate  Bulldog,  said  foundation  co-treasurer  John 
Coyle. 

For  over  ten  years,  Herb  spent  countless  hours  putting  together  the 
foundation  's  newsletter  eveiy  month,  Coyle  said.  Since  passing  on  this 
chore  to  junior  members  of  the  Senior  Bulldog 's  Foundation,  the  task 
of  editing  and  producing  the  newsletter  is  a team  effort  and  is  now  a 
by-monthly  publication. 

“Herb  was  one  of  those  rare  individuals  dedicated  to  serving.  He  will 
be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  knew  him,  ” Coyle  said. 

Herb  had  a pilot ’s  license  and  loved  to  fly  airplanes,  said  his  family. 
His  flight  log  reveals  that  his  last  flight  was  when  he  took  Velma  up 
for  a flight  over  the  San  Fernando  Valley. 

He  is  survived  by  three  children,  Karen,  Bob  and  Glenda;  six 
grandchildren,  Joshua,  Jacob,  Jericho,  Jennifer,  Rhonda  and  John; 
and  nine  great-grandchildren,  Tim,  Joshua,  Britney,  Gabriel, 
Dartaniah,  Hannah,  Jonathan,  Grace  and  Luke.

Before  her  marriage  Grace  worked  in  a drug  store  in  McCool  and  once 
told  me  she  had  an  interest  in  becoming  a pharmacist.  This  dream  with 
the  extensive  college  education  required,  however,  was  out  of  the  question 
during  the  Great  Depression. 

In  her  memoir  "The  Years  of  My  Life"  published  in  2002,  Lila 
Wertsbaugh  Wolvin  provides  a portrait  of  growing  up  on  a farm  in  York 
County  and  her  young  married  life  with  a nearby  farmer.  As  the  same  age 
as  Grace,  she  was  born  in  1910  north  of  McCool  Junction,  and  she  and  her 
family  moved  to  various  farms  in  the  York  area.  It  is  very  possible  that 
the  Boren  family  knew  the  Wertsbaugh  family  at  this  time.  Eventually  she 
and  her  husband  settled  in  York,  and  most  certainly  she  knew  Grace's 
parents,  John  and  Lillie  Boren,  after  they  retired  to  York  in  1949  since  all 
were  active  in  the  Methodist  Church.  One  of  her  sons  was  the  same  age  as 
Grace's  son  Jim  when  they  both  lived  in  York  in  the  1950s. 

Lila  provides  an  excellent,  understated  account  of  the  hardships  of  farm 
life  and  the  the  unending  toil  and  drudgery  of  women,  both  before  and 
during  the  Great  Depression.  The  description  of  threshing  time  is 
especially  vivid.  These  experiences  would  have  been  similar  to  the 
Boren's  life  on  a nearby  farm.  Lila  had  to  quit  school  after  the  8th  grade  to 
work.  Fortunately  John  Boren  had  the  means  to  keep  his  three  younger 
daughters,  Helen,  Grace  and  Mother  in  school  until  their  graduation. 

As  adults  these  three  sisters  were  usually  moot  when  asked  to  recall  their 
childhood.  Much  of  it  was  apparently  grim.  All  three  described  their  fear 
of  their  father,  John  Boren,  an  ill-tempered,  strict  and  stem  autocrat, 
contrasted  with  the  all-pervading  warm  kindness  and  gentle  love  of  their 
mother,  Lillie  Evans  Boren.  The  Borens  and  Evans  were  very  different 
families.  There  were  times  of  merriment,  however.  Both  Mother  and 
Grace  recalled  the  fun  and  silliness  of  a slumber  party  with  their  friends, 
where  they  were  pushing  each  other  out  of  bed.  They  were  making  so 
much  noise  in  the  middle  of  the  night  that  John  Boren  yelled  at  them  to 
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He  did  not  allow  his  daughters  to  date  in  high  school,  but  they  had  secret 
boy  friends.  On  one  occasion  John  and  Lillie  went  on  a Sunday  evening  to 
the  Methodist  Church  in  McCool.  After  they  left,  Helen  and  Grace 
sneaked  boys  into  the  house  and  they  were  dancing  in  the  front  room. 

Their  brother.  Hob,  a jokester  and  fond  of  pranks  all  his  life,  stole  away  to 
McCool  and  absconded  his  parents  car  while  they  were  at  church.  As  he 
slowly  drove  up  the  farm  driveway,  just  as  his  father  did,  the  sisters 
screamed  seeing  the  approaching  headlights.  They  pushed  the  boys  out  a 
back  window  and  straightened  up  the  room  in  a frenzy.  After  a good 
laugh  on  Hob's  part,  he  drove  the  car  back  to  McCool,  and  his  parents 
were  none  the  wiser. 

Grace  once  described  an  incident  at  the  large  4th  of  July  celebration  in 
Seward,  twelve  miles  east  of  York.  The  Methodist  Church  forbid 
dancing,  but  Grace  and  Hob  practiced  the  latest  dance  steps  in  secret.  At 
the  dance,  they  were  dancing  with  each  other  when  John  Boren  came  to 
the  pavilion.  Both  froze  in  fear,  expecting  severe  punishment  for  their 
infraction,  but  surprisingly  John  Boren  smiled  a bit.  They  couldn't  believe 
their  good  luck  and  relief  there  would  be  no  punishment.  They  continued 
dancing. 

Another  famous  family  incident  occurred  during  a Boren  family  gathering 
in  York  in  the  late  1950s.  Oliver  Irwin  and  Jack  and  Jim  Kemp  were 
playing  golf.  The  appointed  time  for  the  big  family  meal  approached  and 
in  desperation  Grace  begged  my  father  to  rush  to  the  golf  course  to  pick  up 
the  boys  so  they  would  not  be  late.  Instead,  my  father  said  the  boys  should 
be  allowed  to  complete  their  game,  and  the  meal  was  delayed  until  he 
waited  for  them  to  complete  the  full  course.  There  was  uneasy  silence  at 
the  dinner  table  and  sisters  Grace,  Helen,  and  my  mother  were  fearful 
about  their  father,  John  Boren,  throwing  a tantrum.  He  was  fuming  at  the 
table,  furious  that  his  will  had  not  been  obeyed,  and  blurted  out  in  anger, 

"I  have  decided  to  leave  all  of  my  money  to  the  Methodist  Church!" 

Grace  didn't  miss  a beat,  and  immediately  responded  that  this  was  an 
excellent  idea  and  yes  this  is  what  he  should  do.  Taken  aback  by  this 
unexpected  affirmation,  he  was  silenced  and  the  meal  continued  on  as  if 
nothing  had  happened.

When  I visited  his  niece,  Irene  Shipley  Bachman,  in  1971,  on  her  McCool 
Junction  farm,  she  told  me  that  many  people  thought  John  Boren  had  a 
disagreeable  personality.  However,  she  told  me  that  she  thought  well  of  him. 
When  she  was  a teen  in  the  1920s  she  was  having  problems  with  her  parents 
at  home.  John  Boren  agreed  to  let  her  live  with  his  family,  and  she  always 
appreciated  his  kindness  during  this  difficult  period  in  her  life.  He  purchased 
a wheat  fam  in  Kimball  County,  Nebraska  in  the  1920's  on  which  oil  was 
discovered  in  the  1950s.  He  was  particular  about  his  clothes  and  appearance 
throughout  his  life,  and  enjoyed  wearing  a suit  and  tie  after  his  retirement 
when  he  went  out.

Herbert  ‘ Herb  ’ Vincent  Dies

Charles  Herbert  Vincent  will 


always  be  remembered  as  a Realtor,  musician,  giver  of  service, 
curious,  even  keeled,  but  most  of  all  - he  was  true  to  his  high  school. 
Known  around  town  as  “Herb  ”,  the  Burbank  High  School  graduate 
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passed  away  peacefully  at  his  Burbank  home  on  June  6.  He  was  86. 
CHARLES H.  “HERB”  VINCENT 
February  2,  1928  - June  6,  2014 

He  was  born  on  Feb.  2,  1928,  in  Hamilton,  Mont.,  to  Frank  and 
Flossie  Vincent.  He  had  one  sister,  Marge,  and  three  brothers;  Frank, 
Donald  (who  died  at  the  age  of  two  from  measles)  and  Darryl.  His 
father  died  when  Herb  was  8 years  old  and  in  1939,  at  the  age  of  11, 
he  moved  to  California  so  his  older  brother,  Frank,  could  attend 
aviation  school  at  the  Curtis  Wright  Technical  Institute  in  Glendale. 
Herb  graduated  from  Burbank  High  School  in  1946. 

After  graduation,  Herb  went  to  work  for  A. E.  Peterson  Manufacturing 
— (Peterson  Baby  Products)  in  Glendale.  He  worked  for  Arnie 
Peterson  starting  in  the  shipping  department  and  working  his  way  up 
to  national  sales  representative. 

He  met  his  wife,  Velma  Boren,  on  a blind  date  in  1947,  and  they 
married  on  April  9,  1949,  in  Los  Angeles. 

Herb  was  called  into  active  duty  in  1951  with  the  Air  National  Guard 
in  the  Korean  War.  He  served  in  the  562nd  U.S.  Air  Force  Band  at 
Moody  Air  Force  Base  in  Valdosta,  Ga.,  and  George  Air  Force  Base 
in  Victorville.  He  played  the  tuba  in  the  marching  band  and  string 
bass  in  the  dance  band  and  was  eventually  promoted  to  Staff 
Sergeant. 

After  the  Korean  War,  he  returned  to  A. E.  Peterson  Manufacturing. 
Arnie  and  Herb  shared  a long  friendship  and  in  their  later  years  they 
enjoyed  collecting  and  working  on  antique  automobiles  together.  Herb 
often  drove  his  Model  T in  local  parades  and  chauffeured prestigious 
riders. 

Arnie  introduced  Herb  and  Velma  to  Emmanuel  Church  in  Burbank  in 
1954.  Herb  was  a member  of  the  choir,  member  of  the  deacon  board 
and  chairman  of  the  church.  Under  Herb ’s  leadership,  Emmanuel 
Church  became  affiliated  with  the  Evangelical  Free  Church  of 
America. 

In  the  1960s  Herb  decided  he  wanted  to  spend  more  time  with  family 
and  less  time  on  the  road  as  a salesman.  So,  he  earned  his  real  estate 
license  and  his  broker ’s  license  and  eventually  became  a manager  for 
Paul,  White  Carnahan  Realty  in  Burbcmk,  the  same  company  his 
mother,  Flossie  had  worked for.  In  the  1970s  Herb  taught  real  estate 
licensing  courses  for  the  Burbank  Unified  School  District  Adult 
School. 

In  1974  Herb  and  Velma  opened  Vincent  Realty  and  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Burbank  Board  of  Realtors. 

Herb  lived  a life  of  service  to  others,  his  family  said.  In  1970,  he 
joined  the  Burbank  Noon  Kiwanis  Club  and  remained  a member  for  44 
years  until  his  death.  He  did  everything  from  setting  up  chairs  to 
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writing  the  newsletter  and  leading  as  president. 

He  was  a vital  Kiwanis  member  and  had  a playful  nature, 
said  Burbank  dentist  Bruce  Lilly,  who  is  the  club ’s  president. 

“Herb  had  perfect  if  not  almost  perfect  attendance,  ” Lilly  said.  “He 
always  sat  at  the  same  table,  just  to  the  right  of  the  podium  and  I 'm 
president  this  year,  so  he  would  say  ‘Good  meeting  Bruce,  good  job 
or  ‘Oops,  you  forgot  to  do  this '.  And  then,  I’d  turn  my  back  on  him, 
and  he  'd  steal  my  gavel.  ” 

In  the  1980s  Herb  served  as  a member  and  chairman  of  the  Burbank 
Planning  Commission  for  the  city  of  Burbank. 

He  served  many  years  on  the  Burbank  Historical  Museum  board  of 
directors  and  never  missed  a meeting,  and  was  a dependable  weekend 
volunteer,  said  museum  founder  Mary  Jane  Strickland. 

“He  was  just  fun  to  be  around  - a nice  person.  He  was  always  even 
keeled  and  sweet  natured,  ” she  said. 

He  was  great  for  bringing  in  tidbits  of  in  formation  about  Burbank,  she 
added. 

“He  used  to  see  little  posts  sticking  up  around  town  and  he  cou/dn  t 
figure  out  what  they  were,  I didn  ’t  know  what  they  were,  and  I think 
the  city  finally  said  they  used  to  have  some  kind  of  a sign  on  them,  but 
he  was  so  curious,  he  was  always  trying  to  find  out  what  was  what. 

In  1974  Herb  and  Velma  opened  Vincent  Realty  and  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Burbank  Board  of  Realtors. 

In  the  1980s  Herb  served  as  a member  and  chairman  of  the  Burbank 
Planning  Commission  for  the  City  of  Burbank. 

After  suffering  cardiomyopathy  for  several  years,  Herb  received  a 
heart  transplant  on  Nov.  12,  1993.  This  was  in  the  early  stages  of 
organ  transplantation.  Herb  was  the  435th  heart  transplant  recipient 
at  UCLA  and  lived  an  additional  20  years  with  his  new  heart,  his 
family  said. 

Always  remembering  his  roots,  Herb  was  involved  in  the  Burbank 
High  School  Senior  Bulldogs  Foundation  and  was  editor  for  10  years 
of  the  Senior  Bulldogs  Newsletter. 

He  was  the  ultimate  Bulldog,  said  foundation  co-treasurer  John 
Coyle. 

For  over  ten  years,  Herb  spent  countless  hours  putting  together  the 
foundation ’s  newsletter  every  month,  Coyle  said.  Since  passing  on  this 
chore  to  junior  members  of  the  Senior  Bulldog  s Foundation,  the  task 
of  editing  and  producing  the  newsletter  is  a team  effort  and  is  now  a 
by-monthly  publication. 

“Herb  was  one  of  those  rare  individuals  dedicated  to  serving.  He  will 
be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  knew  him,  ” Coyle  said. 

Herb  had  a pilot ’s  license  and  loved  to  fly  airplanes,  said  his  family. 
His  fight  log  reveals  that  his  last  fight  was  when  he  took  Velma  up 
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for  a flight  over  the  San  Fernando  Valley. 

He  is  survived  by  three  children , Karen,  Bob  and  Glenda;  six 
grandchildren,  Joshua,  Jacob,  Jericho,  Jennifer,  Rhonda  and  John; 
and  nine  great-grandchildren,  Tim,  Joshua,  Britney,  Gabriel, 
Dartaniah,  Hannah,  Jonathan,  Grace  and  Luke.

studies,  and  ASB.  In  1983  he  became  the  ASB  Director  at  Canyon 
High  School  where  he  also  taught  United  States  History  and 
American  Government. 

When  Valencia  High  School  opened  in  1994,  Bob  Vincent  was 
selected  as  its  first  ASB  Director.  In  the  fall  of  1996,  he  became 
Assistant  Principal  at  Valencia  High  School  and  served  with 
distinction  until  June  2003,  when  he  was  promoted  to  become  the 
founding  principal  for  West  Ranch  High  School.  While  at 
Valencia,  Mr.  Vincent  was  responsible  for  bringing  one  million 
dollars  in  Digital  High  School  grant  money  to  VHS  for 
technology’,  developing  the  School-to-Career program  which  was 
recognized  as  a model  program  throughout  the  state,  and 
implementing  the  national  standards  for  counseling  and 
guidance. 

The  Santa  Clarita  Valley  Administrator's  Association  recognized 
Mr.  Vincent  as  the  outstanding  assistant  principal  of  the  year  for 
2002-2003,  and  in  2005-2006  he  was  nominated  for  secondary 
principal  of  the  year. 

Committed  to  working  with  students  throughout  the  state  of 
California,  Mr.  Vincent  has  been  a member  of  the  California 
Association  of  Directors  of  Activities  (CADA)  since  1978  and 
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continues  to  instruct  at  CAD  A Leadership  Camps  every  summer 
at  the  University  of  California  at  Santa  Barbara. 

As  founding  principal  at  West  Ranch  High  School,  Mr.  Vincent 
supervised  the  construction  of  the  52  acre,  80  million  dollar 
campus,  the  three  million  dollar  athletic  field  improvements  in 
phase  II  that  were  completed  in  the  spring  of 2006,  and  phase  III 
of  construction  which  was  the  completion  of  the  West  Ranch 
Theater  in  the  fall  of 2009. 

Mr.  Vincent  believes  that  students  learn  best  when  they  are 
connected  to  school,  are  intellectually  challenged,  and  see  the 
connection  between  what  they  are  learning  and  their  life  beyond 
school.  Out  of  that  philosophy  came  the  school's  focus  on 
Relationships,  Rigor,  and  Relevance.  Long  before  the  first  classes 
were  held  at  West  Ranch,  the  leadership  team,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Vincent,  developed  the  school's  Mission  Statement  and 
Expected  Schoolwide  Learning  Results  (ESLRs),  centered  on 
Relationships,  Rigor  and  Relevance.  Our  mission  states:  West 
Ranch  High  School  is  committed  to  challenging  and  motivating 
each  student  to  achieve  excellence  and  become  a responsible  and 
valuable  member  of  society.  Through  relationships,  rigor,  and 
relevance,  West  Ranch  High  School  promotes  integrity, 
distinction,  and  vision. 

He  retired  in  June,  2014.

He  retired  in  1998  from  the  physical  side  of  the  business.  Tad  s 
hobbies  included  tennis,  cooking,  gardening,  music  and  his 
dachshunds,  Bridged  and  Tillie.  Tad  is  survived  by  his  companion  of 
33  years,  Dan  Pontow;  his  ex-wife,  Shirley  Mellecker;  his  four 
children,  Kirk  (Diane)  Mellecker  of  Park  City,  Utah,  Brent  (Amy) 
Mellecker  and  Blake(Kathy)  Mellecker,  both  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  and 
Melissa  Clarke  of  West  Des  Moines;  and  seven  grandchildren.

Grace  Lucille  Boren  was  bom  on  4 Nov  1910  in  the  fann  residence  of 

John  Boren  west  of  McCool  Junction, 
Nebraska."  She  graduated  in  1929  at 
McCool  Junction  High  School.  She  moved 
to  York,  Nebraska,  with  her  two  sons  after 
her  divorce  in  Las  Vegas  from  Kempy  in 
1953.  Grace  moved  to  Los  Angeles, 
California  to  provide  a home  for  her  sons 
and  to  care  for  her  grand-daughter,  Debbie, 
in  1962.  She  lived  in  Murietta  and  Sun  City, 
California  in  1993-2006.  She  died  on  21 
Mar  2006  at  the  age  of  95  in  Riverside, 
California.  Grace  lived  for  several  decades 
at  14027  Komblum  in  Hawthorne, 

California.  She  took  care  of  numerous 
babies  and  pre-school  children  for  many 
years  at  her  home  in  Hawthorne,  California. 
Grace  was  ever  the  humorist.  Diane 
Flaherty,  her  son  Jim's  fiance,  told  a story  of 
visiting  her  in  the  care  center  during  her  final  weeks  of  life  in  2006.  She 
was  applying  cream  on  Grace's  dry  face.  Grace  asked  what  she  was 
doing,  and  Diane  replied  she  was  applying  wrinkle  cream.  Grace  retorted. 
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There  was  an  often  repeated  talc  about  the  1916  John  and  Lillie  Boren 
family  photograph.  On  the  day  the  photograph  was  taken,  Grace,  at  age  6, 
cut  her  her  own  hair.  In  the  photograph  her  bangs  are  obviously  uneven. 
Grace  said  she  was  severely  spanked  for  this  defiant  show  of 
independence. 

Grace  once  complained  to  her  mother,  "Why  aren't  we  girls  pretty?  Her 
mother,  Lillie,  replied,  "beauty  is  as  beauty  does. 

Before  her  marriage  Grace  worked  in  a drug  store  in  McCool  and  once 
told  me  she  had  an  interest  in  becoming  a pharmacist.  This  dream  with 
the  extensive  college  education  required,  however,  was  out  of  the  question 
during  the  Great  Depression. 

In  her  memoir  "The  Years  of  My  Life"  published  in  2002,  Lila 
Wertsbaugh  Wolvin  provides  a portrait  of  growing  up  on  a farm  in  York 
County  and  her  young  married  life  with  a nearby  farmer.  As  the  same  age 
as  Grace,  she  was  born  in  1910  north  of  McCool  Junction,  and  she  and  hci 
family  moved  to  various  farms  in  the  York  area.  It  is  very  possible  that 
the  Boren  family  knew  the  Wertsbaugh  family  at  this  time.  Eventually  she 
and  her  husband  settled  in  York,  and  most  certainly  she  knew  Grace's 
parents,  John  and  Lillie  Boren,  after  they  retired  to  York  in  1949  since  all 
were  active  in  the  Methodist  Church.  One  of  her  sons  was  the  same  age  as 
Grace's  son  Jim  when  they  both  lived  in  York  in  the  1950s. 

Lila  provides  an  excellent,  understated  account  of  the  hardships  of  farm 
life  and  the  the  unending  toil  and  drudgery  of  women,  both  before  and 
during  the  Great  Depression.  The  description  of  threshing  time  is 
especially  vivid.  These  experiences  would  have  been  similar  to  the 
Boren's  life  on  a nearby  farm.  Lila  had  to  quit  school  after  the  8th  grade  to 
work.  Fortunately  John  Boren  had  the  means  to  keep  his  three  younger 
daughters,  Helen,  Grace  and  Mother  in  school  until  their  graduation. 

As  adults  these  three  sisters  were  usually  moot  when  asked  to  recall  their 
childhood.  Much  of  it  was  apparently  grim.  All  three  described  their  fear 
of  their  father,  John  Boren,  an  ill-tempered,  strict  and  stem  autocrat, 
contrasted  with  the  all-pervading  warm  kindness  and  gentle  love  of  their 
mother,  Lillie  Evans  Boren.  The  Borens  and  Evans  were  very  different 
families.  There  were  times  of  merriment,  however.  Both  Mother  and 
Grace  recalled  the  fun  and  silliness  of  a slumber  party  with  their  friends, 
where  they  were  pushing  each  other  out  of  bed.  They  were  making  so 
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much  noise  in  the  middle  of  the  night  that  John  Boren  yelled  at  them  to 
quiet  down. 

He  did  not  allow  his  daughters  to  date  in  high  school,  but  they  had  secret 
boy  friends.  On  one  occasion  John  and  Lillie  went  on  a Sunday  evening  to 
the  Methodist  Church  in  McCool.  After  they  left,  Helen  and  Grace 
sneaked  boys  into  the  house  and  they  were  dancing  in  the  front  room. 

Their  brother.  Hob,  a jokester  and  fond  of  pranks  all  his  life,  stole  away  to 
McCool  and  absconded  his  parents  car  while  they  were  at  church.  As  he 
slowly  drove  up  the  farm  driveway,  just  as  his  father  did,  the  sisters 
screamed  seeing  the  approaching  headlights.  They  pushed  the  boys  out  a 
back  window  and  straightened  up  the  room  in  a frenzy.  After  a good 
laugh  on  Hob's  part,  he  drove  the  car  back  to  McCool,  and  his  parents 
were  none  the  wiser. 

Grace  once  described  an  incident  at  the  large  4th  of  July  celebration  in 
Seward,  twelve  miles  east  of  York.  The  Methodist  Church  forbid 
dancing,  but  Grace  and  Hob  practiced  the  latest  dance  steps  in  secret.  At 
the  dance,  they  were  dancing  with  each  other  when  John  Boren  came  to 
the  pavilion.  Both  froze  in  fear,  expecting  severe  punishment  for  their 
infraction,  but  surprisingly  John  Boren  smiled  a bit.  They  couldn't  believe 
their  good  luck  and  relief  there  would  be  no  punishment.  They  continued 
dancing. 

Another  famous  family  incident  occurred  during  a Boren  family  gathering 
in  York  in  the  late  1950s.  Oliver  Irwin  and  Jack  and  Jim  Kemp  were 
playing  golf.  The  appointed  time  for  the  big  family  meal  approached  and 
in  desperation  Grace  begged  my  father  to  rush  to  the  golf  course  to  pick  up 
the  boys  so  they  would  not  be  late.  Instead,  my  father  said  the  boys  should 
be  allowed  to  complete  their  game,  and  the  meal  was  delayed  until  he 
waited  for  them  to  complete  the  full  course.  There  was  uneasy  silence  at 
the  dinner  table  and  sisters  Grace,  Helen,  and  my  mother  were  fearful 
about  their  father,  John  Boren,  throwing  a tantrum.  He  was  fuming  at  the 
table,  furious  that  his  will  had  not  been  obeyed,  and  blurted  out  in  anger, 

"I  have  decided  to  leave  all  of  my  money  to  the  Methodist  Church!" 

Grace  didn't  miss  a beat,  and  immediately  responded  that  this  was  an 
excellent  idea  and  yes  this  is  what  he  should  do.  Taken  aback  by  this 
unexpected  affirmation,  he  was  silenced  and  the  meal  continued  on  as  if 
nothing  had  happened.

- James  R.  William,  "Genealogy  of  the 
Williams  Family  Of  Brunswick  County,  Virginia  in  America.  " 

The  Two  Roger  Williams 

For  many  generations  and  in  many  branches  of  this  Williams  family  the  popular  tradition  has 
been  perpetrated  that  we  are  descendents  of  the  Roger  Williams  who  fled  Massachusetts  for 
religious  freedom  and  founded  the  Rhode  Island  colony.  My  mother  told  me  this  as  a child, 
that  she  had  no  doubt  learned  from  her  grandmother,  Barbara  Ellen  Williams  Boren,  who 
lived  with  the  John  Boren  family  in  later  years. 

In  1965  family  historian,  James  R.  Williams  of  Des  Plaines,  Illinois,  dispelled  this  tradition  as 
false.  Williams  was  working  with  Barry  Goldwater  investigating  his  Williams  ancestry.  An 
extensive  file  of  this  and  other  Williams  family-related  correspondence  is  included  in  the 
Personal  and  Public  Papers  of  Barry  Morris  Goldwater,  located  at  the  Hayden  Library, 

Arizona  State  University,  Tempe,  Arizona. 

" Williams  Family  record  as  given  by  Judge  John  Wesley  Williams  (1865-1964)  many  years 
ago  to  Mrs.  Sam  Faulkner:  This  account  begins  with  the  assumptions  that  have  caused  an 
unknown  amount  of  confusion.  It  was  written  a long  time  ago,  however,  in  typing  it  on 
September,  1964,  it  is  necessary  to  stop  these  erroneous  assumptions.  There  as  to  his  first 
sentence  — 

"Roger  Williams  the  first  in  line  of  ancestors  of  the  Williams  family  in  this  country. ' 

"We  must  edit  this  and  say  that  Judge  Williams  could  not  have  referred  thus  to  Roger 
Williams  of  his  line,  or  the  Roger  Williams,  founder  of  Rhode  Island,  unless  he  had  checked 
every  ship  list  of  early  passengers  to  this  country  during  the  1630's. 

"He  next  speaks  of  Roger  Williams  of  R.  Is.  as  if  he  were  the  progenitor  of  this  Virginia  line 
and  says  that  one  of  the  sons  of  (his)  Roger  Williams  was  Hukey  Williams.  Roger  Williams  of 
R.  Is.  had  but  two  married  sons,  Daniel  and  Joseph. 

"The  Judge  said  that  Roger  Williams  (his)  was  said  to  have  been  married  seven  times  and 
raised  a large  family,  and  he.  Judge  Williams,  did  not  have  the  date  of  his  death.  The  Rhode 
Island  Roger  Williams  had  one  wife  who,  like  her  husband,  was  so  well  known,  that 
quotations  of  what  she  said  have  been  preserved,  as  well  as  article  she  used  in  her  home. 

"The  Judge  erred  in  attaching  an  old  error  as  to  the  origin  of  the  Rhode  Island  Roger 
Williams  - from  Wales  - which  has  been  disproved.  He  was  from  the  London  area  of  England 
from  which  his  ancestors  had  been  in  for  generations.  It  was  an  erring  encyclopedia  that 
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copied  and  repeated  this  error,  in  edition  after  edition,  that  RW  came  from  Wales.  He  was 
NOT  Welsh.  He  was  an  ordained  Episcopal  minister  in  the  London  area.  He  had  also 
studied  law,  and  was  a writer.  This  family  who  used  the  records  hv  Judge  Williams,  also 
believe  that  Roger  Williams  ofR.  I.  forsaked  the  state  that  he  founded  and  returned  to 
England  to  live.  He  went  back  to  England  only  to  get  the  charier  then  returned,  lived  and 
died  in  R.  I.  His  own  farm  is  the  Roger  Williams  Park  in  Providence  R.  I.,  and  in  it  is  a 
cottage  in  which  his  descendants  lived. 

" Judge  Williams,  after  his  opening  remark,  said:  'The  family  first  came  to  Brunswick  County, 
Virginia  from  Wales  or  Scotland. ' (He  was  speaking  of  two  Roger  Williams'  yet  no  doubt 
thought  they  were  one.  Perhaps  his  Roger  Williams  did  come  from  Scotland. ' 

''[Writing  of  John  Williams,  son  ofHukey:]  "This  puts  John  in  only  the  2nd  generation,  but  in 
the  Roger  Williams  authentic  lineage,  Rhode  Island,  some  of  his  descendants  at  that  year 
were  in  Generation  VIII.  Seven  generation  are  skipped  by  those  who  handed  down  the 
assumption  to  Judge  Williams,  who  compiled  a record,  and  later  he  disclaimed  any 
connection  with  the  Rhode  Island  family.  The  Hukey  Williams  family  no  doubt  came  to  this 
country  on  ships  that  arrived  at  Baltimore  port,  not  Salem,  Mass,  where  Rev.  Roger  Williams 
arrived  on  the  ship,  Lyon,  and  settled  first  and  was  a minister  at  Plymouth,  Mass,  where  his 
first  child,  Mary  was  born  in  1633.  Her  first  child,  RW's  grandchild,  was  born  in  1652;  RWs 
gt.  grandchild,  Mary  Green,  was  born  in  1677,  her  son  was  born  in  1701,  and  his  dau.  was 
born  in  1 718  - and  this  was  the  sixth  generation.  Those  who  said  that  Hukey  Williams  was  a 
son  of  Roger  Williams  (born  1601-03),  were  skipping  several  generations.  At  least  six, 
perhaps  seven  or  eight.  In  as  much  as  most  parents  had  their  first  children  when  the  parents 
were  about  20  vears  old,  Hukey  may  have  been  born  about  1 744  ? - about  one  hundred  years 
after  the  children  of  RW  were  born!"  - James  R.  William,  Genealogy  of  the  Williams  Family 
Of  Brunswick  County,  Virginia  in  America.

She  did  not  think  much 
of  her  sister  that  married  Goldwater.  She  said  that  she  was  a very  wild 
girl  and  on  top  of  that  married  a Jew."  Bill  Boren  (John  William), 
1900-1996  to  cousin  Grace  Boren  Kemp,  ca.  1985. 

"My  earliest  remembrance  of  your  mother  as  an  individual,  apart  from  the 
family,  was  the  day  that  she  was  graduated  from  Hi  School.  I must  have 
been  three  years  old  at  the  time....  At  the  graduation  exercises  (in  Waco?) 
I knew  that  "Aunt  Jo  " was  on  the  platform  with  some  other  'people. " I 
remember  seeing  the  baskets  of  flowers. ..being passed  to  the  aisles-  to  the 
girl  pages  who  carried  them  on  stage.  I don 't  remember  carrying  our 
basket  up  to  Jo  - and  climbing  on  her  lap  (to  the  amusement  of  the 
audience,  and  I can  imagine,  the  embarrassment  to  Jo).  I don't  remember 
it,  but  was  told  about  it  many  times. 

" My  next  remembrance  was  when  she  spent  her  vacation  in  Exeter  from 


Waco  High  School  (10th  grade)  with 
her  cousin  Estella  Evans  in  1 892. 6 She 
became  a teacher  in  a country  school 
in  York  County,  Nebraska  in  1892. 
JoJo  came  to  Phoenix,  Arizona  from 
Chicago  as  a tubercular  patient  in 
1903.  She  graduated  from  the  Illinois 
Training  School  for  Nurses  in  1903  in 
Chicago,  Illinois.  She  died  on  27  Dec 
1966  at  the  age  of  91  in  Phoenix, 
Arizona.  JoJo  was  one  of  the  first 
professional  nurses  in  Arizona. 
Senator  Barry  Goldwater  was  noted 
for  his  frequent  use  of  swearing  in  his 
public  and  private  life,  and 
occasionally  it  landed  him  into 
trouble.  His  excuse  was  he  picked  the 
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her  "School  of  Nursing. " I was  old  enough  to  see  her  as  a "person,  " but 
young  enough  to  think  of  her  as  my  Secret  "Fairy  Princess. " (She  would 
have  been  amused)  so  she  has  remained  very  special  to  me.  I remember 
that  she  would  "dress  up" for  G'ma  Wms  friends  in  her  crisp  blue  and 
white  striped  "nurse's  uniform."  I thought  she  was  ", beautiful " And  she 
was  l Just  before  she  was  married,  I gathered  some  wild  flowers  along  the 
railroad  track-  put  them  in  a shoebox,  - wrote  the  name  - "Barry  Mike 
Goldwater”  on  an  old  fashioned  "friendship  card,  " and  presented  them  to 
her.  She  got  quite  a kick  out  it,  of  course.  I'm  glad  that  Harry  & I always 
called  her  and  stopped  to  see  her,  when  we  traveled  the  Southern  route  - 
between  Ft.  Calhoun  and  San  Diego. " - Veda  Benedict  Walton  letter  to 
Barry  Goldwater,  February  8,  1967. 

"Jo's  fast  paced  life  bothered  both  Uncle  Bob  and  Aunt  Laura.  Uncle  Bob 
was  crushed  when  Jo  called  him  "Dad"!  In  his  eyes  it  was  disrespectful."  - 
Irene  Shipley  Bachman  letter  to  Grace  Boren  Kemp,  ca.  1980. 

Diagnosed  with  tuberculosis  in  Chicago  shortly  after  the  completion  of 
her  nursing  training,  as  a "lunger,"  she  came  to  Arizona  for  the  beneficial 
effect  of  the  dry  climate. 

" When  the  doctor  said  Arizona,  she  wrote  her  parents  a kind  fabrication: 
'I'm  going  to  travel  out  west  to  Arizona  with  a patient  whose  health 
requires  that  climate,  "she  said.  'It  may  be  sometime  before  I write  again, 
but  don 't  worry.  A nurse  never  has  any  trouble  finding  a job  and  I may 
decide  to  stay  out  there  if  I like  what  I see. ' 

"Her  train  ticket  took  her  as  far  as  Ash  fork;  she  was  bound  for  Phoenix 
two  hundred  miles  to  the  south;  she  had  no  intention  of  depleting  her 
meager  store  of  cash  to  purchase  a ticket  on  the  local.  Josephine 
Williams'  brother  was  a railroad  telegrapher;  she  knew  the  jargon  of  the 
key  rappers.  The  agent  at  Ashfork  made  arrangements  for  Jo  to  ride  the 
caboose  to  Phoenix.  [ Another  version  of  the  story  from  a later,  less 
reliable  source:  " Determined  to  find  health  in  the  Valley  of  the  Sun  she 
spent  all  her  money  on  railroad  fare  to  Ash  fork,  not  knowing  how  she 
would  get  to  Phoenix  where  she  had  friends.  She  started  to  walk  down  the 
railroad  tracks  carrying  her  suitcase.  When  the  peavine  spur  of  the  Santa 
Fe  R.  R.  caught  up  with  her  the  men  stopped  the  train.  After  hearing  her 
story  they  invited  her  to  ride  with  them  in  the  caboose. " Hazel  Shields, 
"White  Caps  in  the  Desert"  1969.] 

"Lungers  lived  in  tents  out  beyond  the  city  where  they  could  benefit  from 
the  dry  heat  of  the  desert,  and  for  a time  the  gril  from  Chicago  was  a part 
of  this  colony  of  desperation.  Mun  never  told  us  how  long  she  lived  in  the

tent,  Barry  says,  but  we  think  it  wasn't  any  longer  than  the  time  it  took  her 
to  recover  from  that  tiresome  six-day  ride  in  the  day  coach.  In  a town 
which  owed  much  of  its  growth  to  its  reputation  as  a health  center  nurses 
were  at  a premium,  and  shortly  after  arrival  the  Williams  girl  was  asked  to 
take  special  duty  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital.  How  this  request  jibed  with  the 
supposition  that  she  was  a victim  of  tuberculosis,  Jo  has  never  explained. 
At  any  rate,  within  three  months  the  young  nurse  from  Chicago  was  doing 
special  duty  and  earning  respect  of  the  few  doctors  optimistic  enough  to 
cast  their  lot  in  a sun-baked  city  of  less  than  10,000  population. 

" Baron  Goldwater  was  the  city's  most  eligible  bachelor.  It  was  inevitable 
that  in  such  a limited  situation  Baron  and  the  young  nurse  from  Illinois 
would  become  acquainted.  Mun  says  it  was  over  the  yard  good  counter  in 
Goldwater' s store.  "I  didn  't  buy  what  he  tried  to  sell  me, " she  says,  "it  was 
too  high  priced.  But  he  was  nice  to  talk  to,  although  a little  fresh  and 
quite  conceited.  " Josephine  Williams  was  twenty-nine  and  Baron 
Goldwater  forty-one  when  he  proposed.  Their  courtship  had  kept  the  town 
talking  for  more  than  a year.  "1  wasn 't  the  prettiest  girl  in  town  by  a long 
shot,  "Josephine  says,  "I  wasn't  the  youngest  or  the  wealthiest;  in  fact,  I 
think  Baron  regarded  me  as  a hard  case  because  I didn't  faint  at  his 
flattery. " 

When  Josephine  had  accepted  him,  Baron  invited  her  to  come  to  the  store 
and  select  her  trousseau.  "I'll  do  no  such  thing, " she  told  the  man  she  had 
just  promised  to  marry.  "Until  I'm  Mrs.  Goldwater  I'll  pay  my  own  bills 
and  buy  my  own  clothes  where  I choose.  " Then  she  so  ftened  somewhat, 
"Not  that  I don't  think  you  have  the  finest  and  handsomest  in  all  the 
territory,  Baron. " Mun  delights  in  telling  her  children  that  the  wedding 
dress  didn't  come  from  Goldwaters.  "I  bought  some  red  silk  from  Korricks 
because  it  was  less  expensive  and  I had  a lady  sew  it  up  for  me.  I never 
intended  to  be  bossed  by  anyone  and  I thought  your  father  might  as  well 
know  it.  It  was  a pretty  dress,  but  not  as  nice  as  the  ones  he  had  in  his 
store.  He  knew  it  and  I knew  it,  but  we  never  said  anything.  He  respected 
my  independence  and  all  our  life  together  we  were  that  way. 

"It  was  Mun  who  took  us  camping, " Barry  recalls,  "it  was  Mun  who 
taught  us  to  shoot.  It  was  Mun  who  led  us  into  the  unexplored  areas  of 
Northern  Arizona  and  instilled  in  us  a curiosity  about  everything  that 
went  on  in  nature. " 

"When  I was  just  a little  guy,  not  more  than  four  or  five  years  old,  " he 
says,  "my  mother  used  to  drive  us,  Carolyn,  my  brother  Bob,  and  me,  out 
the  dusty  road  to  the  Indian  School  so  that  we  might  witness  the  lowering 
of  the  flag.  Usually  it  was  summer  time.  When  we  turned  off  Central 
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Avenue  to  Indian  School  Road  and  headed  east,  the  air  was  like  the 
exhaust  from  an  overheated  engine.  We  didn't  know  enough  to  know  it 
was  hot,  but  she  did,  and  she  took  us  just  the  same.  Three  miles  out  and 
three  miles  back  to  stand  in  silent  respect  as  the  flag  came  down.  There 
was  a new  star  on  the  banner  for  Arizona.  " - Stephen  Shadegg,  "Barry 
Goldwater  - Freedom  Is  His  Flight  Plan"  1966. 

"Mrs  Goldwater  was  one  of  the  first  women  golfers  of  merit  in  Phoenix, 
winner  of  state  and  southwestern  titles.  She  also  was  the  first  to  introduce 
"sensible"  wear  on  the  golf  courses,  appearing  at  the  Phoenix  Country 
Club  in  knickers  at  a time  with  the  lady  golfers  o f the  country  were 
inhibited  by  full  skirts.  Soon  all  the  other  ladies  were  following  Jo- Jo's 
daring  lead.  - unidentified  source" 

In  1960  Bert  Fireman,  an  associate  of  her  son  Barry  Goldwater,  wrote  the 
following  piece  for  Reader's  Digest  that  was  never  published.  Some 
selections: 

"Nurses  training  was  significant  to  Jo  because  it  crystallized  her  distaste 
for  women  and/or  curly  hair.  " I had  a lot  of  trouble  trying  to  keep  my 
hair  under  my  cap.  I just  couldn't  do  it,  and  the  supervisors  insisted  that  I 
must.  I hate  to  deal  with  women  - they're  awful  most  of  them.  " She  liked 
to  play  piano  more  than  sponge  patients.  "For  a while  I even  expected  to 
be  a concert  musician.  What  a laugh  that  was! 

"She  wrote  home,  a cheerful  liar,  telling  her  family  she  was  taking  a 
patient  out  to  Arizona.  Actually,  doctors  had  prescribed  the  dry  sunshine 
as  a cure  for  her,  believing  she  had  acquired  tuberculosis.  Either  the 
diagnosis  was  faulty  or  the  disease  incipient.  Except  for  a constant 
cigarette  cough,  Jo  has  not  been  bothered  by  her  lungs  in  the  5 7 years  she 
has  lived  in  Arizona.  Years  later  an  X-ray  showed  one  small  bit  of  scar 
tissue  in  the  upper  lobe  of  her  right  lung. 

"Her  adventure  began  when  she  changed  cars  from  the  main  line  of  the 
Santa  Fe  railroad  at  Ash  Fork  to  take  the  pea-vine  line  leading  to  Prescott 
and  Phoenix.  Her  ticket  was  good  only  to  Prescott,  the  old  territorial 
capital  in  the  mountains.  There  she  was  to  pick  up  another  ticket  for  the 
125  mile  ride  to  Phoenix  down  in  the  desert  country.  Somebody  goofed. 
There  was  no  ticket  waiting  for  her.  Jo  was  hiking  down  the  railroad 
tracks  on  spindly  heels,  wearing  city  clothes,  and  carrying  a suitcase, 
when  a freight  train  chuffed  up  the  grade.  She  came  to  Phoenix  riding  for 
free  in  the  caboose  behind  a string  of  cars  scented  from  their  former  four- 
footed  occupants. 
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"For  several  weeks  Jo  Williams  lived  in  a ten t between  the  desert  and  the 
irrigated  farmlands  around  Phoenix.  "Just  long  enough  to  get  rested  from 
the  tiresome  train  ride  out  from  Chicago.  I doubt  that  I ever  had  TB  - but 
I was  hungry.  Pretty  soon  young  Dr.  (R.  D.)  Craig  asked  me  if  I would 
take  special  duty  cases.  He  was  real  poor , just  as  I was,  and  knew  what  1 
was  up  against.  So  I gladly  went  to  work. 

", Special  duty  cases  took  her  out  of  the  tents  and  frame  shanties  that 
provided  shelter  for  tuberculosis  patients  into  the  rooms  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Hospital;  out  of  the  country  and  into  a sprawling,  dusty  town  without  any 
paved  roads  or  much  else  to  recommend  it  after  the  gaiety  of  Chicago. 

On  the  1958  bitterly  contested  Senate  election:  "Barry's  always  been  so 
damned  outspoken.  He  doesn  't  give  a shoot  ( euphemism)  for  what 
anybody  thinks  of  him  on  political  matters.  He  just  says  what  he  knows  is 
right.  They're  trying  to  beat  him  with  every  dirty  trick  that  politicians 
know.  Why  the  hell  did  he  have  to  get  into  this  mess  anyhow. " 

"She  smokes  cigarettes  in  a long  holder,  sips  a drink,  and  remembers  her 
husband  handsomer  and  gallant  than  actually  he  was" 


Hattie  Josephine  "JoJo"  Williams  and  Baron  M.  "Barry"  Goldwater  were 
married  in  Jan  1907  in  Prescott,  Arizona.  Baron  M.  "Barry”  Goldwater 
was  born  on  8 May  1866  in  Los  Angeles,  California.  He  died  on  6 Mar 
1929  at  the  age  of  62  in  Phoenix,  Arizona.  Hattie  Josephine  Williams  and 
Baron  M.  Goldwater  had  the  following  children: 
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(a)  Barry  Morris  Goldwater  was  born  on  1 Jan  1909  in  Phoenix, 

Arizona.  He  died  on  29  May  1998 
at  the  age  of  89  in  Phoenix, 
Arizona.

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Barry  Morris  Goldwater  (January  2,  1 909 [1  ] - May  29,  1 998)  was  a 
businessman  and  five-term  United  States  Senator  from  Arizona 
(1953-65,  1969-87)  and  the  Republican  Party's  nominee  for 
president  in  the  1964  election.  An  articulate  and  charismatic  figure 
during  the  first  half  of  the  1960s,  he  was  known  as  "Mr. 

Conservative  ".  Goldwater  is  the  politician  most  often  credited  for 
sparking  the  resurgence  of  the  American  conservative  political 
movement  in  the  1960s.  He  also  had  a substantial  impact  on  the 
libertarian  movement.  [2]  Goldwater  rejected  the  legacy  of  the  New 
Deal  and  fought  through  the  conservative  coalition  against  the  New 
Deal  coalition.  He  mobilized  a large  conservative  constituency  to  win 
the  hard-fought  Republican  primaries.  Goldwater's  conservative 
campaign  platform  ultimately  failed  to  gain  the  support  of  the 
electorate [3]  and  he  lost  the  1964  presidential  election  to  incumbent 
Democrat  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  by  one  of  the  largest  landslides  in 
history,  bringing  down  many  Republican  candidates  as  well.  The 
Johnson  campaign  and  other  critics  painted  him  as  a reactionary, 
while  supporters  praised  his  crusades  against  the  Soviet  Union,  labor 
unions,  and  the  welfare  state.  His  defeat  allowed  Johnson  and  the 
Democrats  in  Congress  to  pass  the  Great  Society  programs,  but  the 
defeat  of  so  many  older  Republicans  in  1964  also  cleared  the  way  for 
a younger  generation  of  American  conservatives  to  mobilize. 
Goldwater  was  much  less  active  as  a national  leader  of  conservatives 
after  1964;  his  supporters  mostly  rallied  behind  Ronald  Reagan,  who 
became  governor  of  California  in  1967  and  the  40th  President  of  the 
United  States  in  1981. 

Goldwater  returned  to  the  Senate  in  1969,  and  specialized  in  defense 
policy,  bringing  to  the  table  his  experience  as  a senior  officer  in  the 
Air  Force  Reserve.  In  1974,  as  an  elder  statesman  of  the  party, 
Goldwater  successfully  urged  President  Richard  Nixon  to  resign  when 
evidence  of  a cover-up  in  the  Watergate  scandal  became 
overwhelming  and  impeachment  was  imminent.  By  the  1980s,  the 
increasing  influence  of  the  Christian  right  on  the  Republican  P arty  so 
conflicted  with  Goldwater's  views  that  he  became  a vocal  opponent  of 
the  religious  right  on  issues  such  as  abortion,  gay  rights,  and  the  role 
of  religion  in  public  life.  After  narrowly  winning  re-election  to  the 
Senate  in  1980,  he  chose  not  to  run  for  a fi  fth  term  in  1 986,  and  was 
succeeded  by  fellow  Republican  John  McCain.  A significant 
accomplishment  in  his  career  was  the  passage  of  the 
Goldwater— Nichols  Act  of  1986,  which  restructured  the  higher  levels 
of  the  Pentagon  by  placing  the  chain  of  command  from  the  President 
to  the  Secretary  of  Defense  directly  to  the  commanders  of  the  Unified 
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Combatant  Commands. 

Goldwater  was  born  in  Phoenix,  in  what  was  then  the  Arizona 
Territory,  the  son  of  Baron  M.  Goldwater  and  his  wife,  Hattie 
Josephine  ("JoJo")  Williams.  His  father's  Jewish  family  had  founded 
Goldwater's,  the  largest  department  store  in  Phoenix.  The  family  name 
had  been  changed  from  Goldwasser  to  Goldwater  at  least  as  early  as 
the  1860  census  in  Los  Angeles,  California.  Goldwater's  paternal 
grandparents,  Michel  and  Sarah  (Nathan)  Goldwasser,  had  been 
married  in  the  Great  Synagogue  of  London.  [4]  [5]  Goldwater's 
mother,  who  was  Protestant,  came  from  a New  England  family  that 
included  the  famous  theologian,  Roger  Williams  of  Rhode  Island.  [6] 
INCORRECT.  Goldwater's  parents  were  married  in  an  Episcopal 
church  in  Phoenix;  for  his  entire  life,  Goldwater  was  an 
Episcopalian,  though  on  rare  occasions  he  referred  to  himself  as 
"Jewish”. [7]  While  he  did  not  often  attend  church,  he  stated  that  "If  a 
man  acts  in  a religious  way,  an  ethical  way,  then  he's  really  a 
religious  man-  andt  doesn't  have  a lot  to  do  with  how  often  he  gets 
inside  a church”. [8] [9] [ 10] 

The  family  department  store  made  the  Goldwaters  comfortably 
wealthy.  Goldwater  graduated  from  Staunton  Military  Academy,  an 
elite  private  school  in  Virginia,  and  attended  the  University  of  Arizona 
for  one  year,  where  he  joined  the  Sigma  Chi  fraternity.  Barry  had 
never  been  close  to  his  father,  but  he  took  over  the  family  business 
after  Baron's  death  in  1930.  He  became  a Republican  (in  a heavily 
Democratic  state),  promoted  innovative  business  practices,  and 
opposed  the  New  Deal,  especially  because  it  fostered  labor  unions. 
Goldwater  came  to  know  former  president  Herbert  Hoover,  whose 
conservative  politics  he  admired  greatly.  In  1934,  he  married 
Margaret  "Peggy  " Johnson,  wealthy  daughter  of  a prominent 
industrialist  from  Muncie,  Indiana.  They  had  four  children:  Joanne 
(born  January’  1,  1936),  Bany  (born  July  15,  1938),  Michael  (born 
March  15,  1940),  and  Peggy  (born  July  27,  1944).  Goldwater  became 
a widower  in  1985,  and  in  1992  he  married  Susan  Wechsler,  a nurse 
32  years  his  junior.  [1 1 j 

With  the  American  entry  into  World  War  II,  Goldwater  received  a 
reserve  commission  in  the  United  States  Army  Air  Eorces.  He  became 
a pilot  assigned  to  the  Ferry  Command,  a newly  formed  unit  that  flew 
aircraft  and  supplies  to  war  zones  worldwide.  He  spent  most  of  the 
war  flying  between  the  USA  and  India,  via  the  Azores  and  North 
Africa  or  South  America,  Nigeria,  and  Central  Africa.  He  also  flew 
"the  hump”  over  the  Himalayas  to  deliver  supplies  to  the  Republic  of 
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China.  Remaining  in  the  Air  Force  Reserve  after  the  war,  he 
eventually  retired  as  a command  pilot  with  the  rank  of  major 
general.  [1 2]  By  that  time,  he  had  flown  165  different  types  of  aircraft. 
Following  World  War  II,  Goldwater  was  a leading  proponent  of 
creating  the  United  States  Air  Force  Academy,  and  later  served  on  the 
Academv's  Board  of  Visitors.  The  visitor  center  at  the  USAF  Academy 
is  now  named  in  his  honor.  As  a colonel  he  also  founded  the  Arizona 
Air  National  Guard,  and  he  would  desegregate  it  two  years  before  the 
rest  of  the  US  military.  Goldwater  was  instrumental  in  pushing  the 
Pentagon  to  support  desegregation  of  the  armed  services.  [1 3] 
Goldwater  retired  as  an  Air  Force  major  general,  and  he  continued 
piloting  B-52  aircraft  until  late  in  his  military  career.  To  those  who 
called  him  " rash ",  he  would  remind  people  of  the  old  saying  that 
"there  are  no  old,  bold  pilots". 

In  1940,  Goldwater  became  one  of  the  first  people  to  run  the  Colorado 
River  recreationallv  through  Grand  Canyon  when  he  participated  as 
an  oarsman  on  Norman  Nevills'  second  commercial  river  trip. 
Goldwater  joined  the  trip  in  Green  River,  Utah  and  rowed  his  own 
boat  down  to  Lake  Mead.[14j  Goldwater  ran  track  and  cross  country 
in  high  school,  where  he  specialized  in  the  880  yard  run.  His  parents 
strongly  encouraged  him  to  compete  in  these  sports,  to  Goldwater's 
dismay.  He  often  went  by  the  nickname  of  "Rolling  Thunder.  " 

In  1963,  he  joined  the  Arizona  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution.  In  1970,  the  Arizona  Historical  Foundation  published  the 
daily  journal  that  Goldwater  maintained  on  the  Grand  Canyon  trip, 
along  with  the  photographs  he  took,  in  a 209  page  volume  titled 
Delightful  Journey. 

Goldwater's  son  Barry’  Goldwater  Jr.  served  as  a United  States  House 
of  Representatives  member  from  California  from  1969  to  1983. 

Mr.  Goldwater's  grandson,  Ty  Ross,  a former  Zoli  model,  is  openly 
gav  and  HIV  positive,  and  the  one  who  inspired  the  elder  Goldwater 
"to  become  an  octogenarian  proponent  of  gay  civil  rights. "[  1 5] 

Political  career 

In  a heavily  Democratic  state  Goldwater  became  a conservative 
Republican  and  a friend  of  Herbert  Hoover.  He  was  outspoken 
against  New  Deal  liberalism,  especially  its  close  ties  to  labor  unions 
that  he  considered  corrupt.  A pilot,  outdoorsman  and  photographer, 
he  criss-crossed  Arizona  and  developed  a deep  interest  in  both  the 
natural  history  and  the  human  history  of  the  state.  He  entered  Phoenix 
politics  in  1949  when  he  was  elected  to  the  City  Council  as  part  of  a 
nonpartisan  team  of  candidates  who  promised  to  clean  up  widespread 
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prostitution  and  gambling.  The  group  won  every  mayoral  and  council 
election  for  two  decades.  Goldwater  rebuilt  the  weak  Republican  party 
and  was  instrumental  in  electing  Howard  Pyle  as  governor  in 
1 9 50.  [16]  [17] 

As  a Republican  he  won  a seat  in  the  US  Senate  in  1952,  when  he 
upset  veteran  Democrat  and  Senate  majority  leader  Ernest 
McFarland.  He  defeated  McFarland  again  in  1958,  with  a strong 
showing  in  his  first  reelection  in  a year  in  which  the  Democrats  picked 
up  13  seats  in  the  Senate.  He  gave  up  a re-election  run  for  the  Senate 
in  1964  in  favor  of  his  presidential  campaign. 

During  his  Senate  career,  Goldwater  was  regarded  as  the  " Grand  Old 
Man  of  the  Republican  Party  and  one  of  the  nation's  most  respected 
exponents  of  conservatism.  "[18] 

Policies 

Goldwater  soon  became  most  associated  with  labor-union  reform  and 
cmti-communism;  he  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  conservative 
coalition  in  Congress.  However,  he  rejected  the  wildest  fringes  of  the 
anti-communist  movement ; in  1956,  he  sponsored  the  passage  through 
the  Senate  of  the  final  version  of  the  Alaska  Mental  Health  Enabling 
Act,  despite  vociferous  opposition  from  opponents  who  claimed  that 
the  Act  was  a communist  plot  to  establish  concentration  camps  in 
Alaska.  His  work  on  labor  issues  led  to  Congress  passing  major  anti- 
corruption reforms  in  1957,  and  an  all-out  campaign  by  the  AFL-CIO 
to  defeat  his  1958  reelection  bid.  He  voted  against  the  censure  of 
Senator  Joseph  McCarthy  in  1954,  but  he  never  actually  charged  any 
individual  with  being  a communist/Soviet  agent.  Goldwater 
emphasized  his  strong  opposition  to  the  worldwide  spread  of 
communism  in  his  1960  book  The  Conscience  of  a Conservative.  The 
book  became  an  important  reference  text  in  conservative  political 
circles. 

In  1 964,  Goldwater  ran  a conservative  campaign  that  emphasized 
states'  rights.  [19]  Goldwater’ s 1964  campaign  was  a magnet  for 
conservatives  since  he  opposed  interference  by  the  federal 
government  in  state  affairs.  Although  he  had  supported  all  previous 
federal  civil  rights  legislation  and  had  supported  the  original  senate 
version  of  the  bill,  Goldwater  made  the  decision  to  oppose  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964.  His  stance  was  based  on  his  view  that  the  act  was 
an  intrusion  of  the  federal  government  into  the  affairs  of  states  and 
that  the  Act  interfered  with  the  rights  of  private  persons  to  do  or  not 
do  business  with  whomever  they  chose.  [20]  In  the  segregated  city  of 
Phoenix  in  the  1950s,  he  had  quietly  supported  civil  rights  for  blacks, 
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but  would  not  let  his  name  be  used.[21] 

All  this  appealed  to  white  Southern  Democrats,  and  Goldwater  was 
the  first  Republican  to  win  the  electoral  votes  of  all  of  the  Deep  South 
states  ( South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Louisiana) 
since  Reconstruction [2 2]  (although  Dwight  Eisenhower  did  carry 
Louisiana  in  1956).  However,  Goldwater 's  vote  on  the  Civil  Rights 
Act  proved  devastating  to  his  campaign  everywhere  outside  the  South 
( besides  Dixie,  Goldwater  won  only  in  Arizona,  his  home  state), 
contributing  to  his  landslide  defeat  in  1964. 

While  Goldwater  had  been  depicted  by  his  opponents  in  the 
Republican  primaries  as  a representative  of  a conservative  philosophy 
that  was  extreme  and  alien,  his  voting  records  show  that  his  positions 
were  in  harmony  with  those  of  his  fellow  Republicans  in  the  Congress. 
What  distinguished  him  from  his  predecessors  was,  according  to  Hans 
J.  Morgenthau,  his  firmness  of  principle  and  determination,  which  did 
not  allow  him  to  be  content  with  mere  rhetoric. [23] 

Goldwater  fought  in  1971  to  stop  US  funding  of  the  United  Nations 
after  the  People's  Republic  of  China  was  admitted  to  the  organization. 
He  said: 

1 suggested  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  today  that  we  stop  all  funds  for 
the  United  Nations.  Now,  what  that'll  do  to  the  United  Nations,  I don't 
know.  1 have  a hunch  it  would  cause  them  to  fold  up,  which  would 
make  me  very  happy  at  this  particular  point.  1 think  if  this  happens, 
they  can  well  move  their  headquarters  to  Peking  or  Moscow  and  get 
'em  out  of  this  country.  "[24] 

Elections 

In  1964,  he  fought  and  won  a bitterly  contested,  multi-candidate  race 
for  the  Republican  Party's  presidential  nomination.  His  main  rival 
was  New  York  Governor  Nelson  Rockefeller,  whom  he  defeated  by  a 
narrow  margin  in  the  bitterly  fought  California  primary.  His 
nomination  was  opposed  by  liberal  Republicans,  who  thought 
Goldwater's  demand  for  rollback,  defeat  of  the  Soviet  Union,  would 
foment  a nuclear  war.  Goldwater  lost  to  President  Lyndon  Johnson  by 
a massive  landslide,  pulling  down  the  GOP,  which  lost  many  seats  in 
both  houses  of  Congress.  Goldwater  carried  only  his  home  state  and 
five  Deep  South  states. 

Goldwater  remained  popular  in  Arizona,  and  in  the  1 968  Senate 
election  he  was  elected  ( this  time)  to  the  seat  of  retiring  Senator  Carl 
Havden.  He  was  subsequently  reelected  in  1974  and  1 980.  The  1974 
election  saw  Goldwater  easily  reelected.  His  final  campaign  in  1980 
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was  close,  with  Goldwater  winning  in  a near  draw  against  Democratic 
challenger  Bill  Schulz.  Goldwater  said  later  that  the  close  result 
convinced  him  not  to  run  again.  [25] 

Two  self-published  books  advanced  the  Goldwater  cause:  Schlafly, 
Phyllis,  A Choice,  Not  An  Echo  and  Haley,  J Evetts,  A Texan  Looks 
at  Lyndon:  A Study  in  Illegitimate  Power  by  a Texas  historian.  Both 
were  best-sellers  but  failed  to  bolster  Goldwater's  electoral  prospects. 

Retirement 

Goldwater  seriously  considered  retirement  in  1980  before  deciding  to 
run  for  reelection.  Peggy  Goldwater  reportedly  hoped  that  her 
husband's  Senate  term,  due  to  end  in  January  1981,  would  be  his  last. 
Goldwater  decided  to  run,  planning  to  make  the  term  his  last  in  the 
Senate.  Goldwater  faced  a surprisingly  tough  battle  for  reelection.  He 
was  viewed  by  some  as  out  of  touch  and  vulnerable  for  several 
reasons:  most  importantly,  because  he  had  planned  to  retire  in  1981 , 
Goldwater  had  not  visited  many  areas  of  Arizona  outside  of  Phoenix 
and  Tucson.  He  was  also  challenged  by  a formidable  opponent,  Bill 
Schulz,  a former  Republican  turned  Democrat  and  a wealthy  real 
estate  developer.  Schulz  was  able  to  infuse  massive  amounts  of  money 
into  the  campaign  from  his  own  fortune. 

Arizona's  changing  population  also  hurt  Goldwater.  The  state's 
population  had  soared,  and  a huge  portion  of  the  electorate  had  not 
lived  in  the  state  when  Goldwater  was  previously  elected:  hence,  many 
voters  were  less  familiar  with  Goldwater's  actual  beliefs,  and  he  was 
on  the  defensive  for  much  of  the  campaign.  Early  returns  on  election 
night  seemed  to  indicate  that  Schulz  would  win.  The  counting  of  votes 
continued  through  the  night  and  into  the  next  morning.  At  around 
daybreak,  Goldwater  learned  that  he  had  been  reelected  thanks  to 
absentee  ballots,  which  were  among  the  last  to  be  counted. [26] 
Goldwater's  surprisingly  close  victory  in  1980  came  despite  Reagan's 
61%  landslide  over  Jimmy  Carter  in  Arizona.  Republicans  regained 
control  of  the  Senate,  putting  Goldwater  in  the  most  powerful  position 
he  ever  had  in  the  Senate. 

Goldwater  retired  in  1987,  serving  as  chair  of  the  Senate  Intelligence 
and  Armed  Services  Committees  in  his  final  term.  Despite  his 
reputation  as  a firebrand  in  the  1960s,  by  the  end  of  his  career  he  was 
considered  a stabilizing  influence  in  the  Senate,  one  of  the  most 
respected  members  of  either  major  party.  Though  Goldwater  remained 
staunchly  anti-communist  and  "hawkish"  on  military  issues,  he  was  a 
key  supporter  of  the  fight  for  ratification  of  the  Panama  Canal  Treaty 
in  the  1970s,  which  would  give  control  of  the  canal  zone  to  the 
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Republic  of  Panama.  His  most  important  legislative  achievement  may 
have  been  the  Goldwater-Nichols  Act,  which  reorganized  the  US 
military's  senior-command  structure.  Goldwater  was  an  active 
amateur  radio  "ham”  operator,  with  call  letters  K7UGA.  Many  hams 
were  delighted  to  make  contact  with  him  throughout  his  career  and 
into  his  retirement  years. 

Goldwater  and  the  revival  of  American  conservatism 

Although  Goldwater  was  not  as  important  in  the  American 
conservative  movement  as  Ronald  Reagan  after  1965,  he  shaped  and 
redefined  the  movement  from  the  late  1950s  to  1964.  Arizona  Senator 
John  McCain,  who  had  succeeded  Goldwater  in  the  Senate  in  1987, 
summed  up  Goldwater's  legacy,  "He  transformed  the  Republican 
Party  from  an  Eastern  elitist  organization  to  the  breeding  ground  for 
the  election  of  Ronald  Reagan.  "[51]  Columnist  George  Will  remarked 
after  the  1980  Presidential  election  that  it  took  16  years  to  count  the 
votes  from  1964  and  Goldwater  won.  [5  2] 

The  Republican  Party  recovered  from  the  1964  election  debacle, 
picking  up  47  seats  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  1966  mid- 
term election.  Further  Republican  successes  ensued,  including 
Goldwater's  return  to  the  Senate  in  1968.  In  January  of  that  year, 
Goldwater  wrote  an  article  in  the  National  Review  "affirming  that  he 
[was]  not  against  liberals,  that  liberals  are  needed  as  a 
counterweight  to  conservatism,  and  that  he  had  in  mind  a fine  liberal 
like  Max  Lerner".[53] 

Goldwater  was  a strong  supporter  of  the  environment.  He  explained 
his  position  in  1969: 1 feel  veiy  definitely  that  the  [Nixon] 
administration  is  absolutely  correct  in  cracking  down  on  companies 
and  corporations  and  municipalities  that  continue  to  pollute  the 
nation's  air  and  water.  While  I am  a great  believer  in  the  free 
competitive  enterprise  system  and  all  that  it  entails,  I am  an  even 
stronger  believer  in  the  right  of  our  people  to  live  in  a clean  and 
pollution-free  environment.  To  this  end,  it  is  my  belief  that  when 
pollution  is  found,  it  should  be  halted  at  the  source,  even  if  this 
requires  stringent  government  action  against  important  segments  of 
our  national  economy. [54] 

Throughout  the  1970s,  as  the  conservative  wing  under  Reagan  gained 
control  of  the  party,  Goldwater  concentrated  on  his  Senate  duties, 
especiallv  in  military  affairs.  He  played  little  part  in  the  election  or 
administration  of  Richard  Nixon,  but  he  helped  force  Nixon's 
resignation  in  1974. [55]  In  1976  he  helped  block  Rockefeller's 
renomination  as  vice  president.  When  Reagan  challenged  Ford  for  the 
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presidential  nomination  in  1976,  Goldwater  endorsed  Ford,  looking 
for  consensus  rather  than  conservative  idealism.  As  one  historian 
notes,  "The  Arizonan  had  lost  much  of  his  zest  for 
battle.  "[56] [57] [58]  In  1979,  when  President  Carter  normalized 
relations  with  Communist  China,  Go/dwater  and  some  other  senators 
sued  him  in  the  Supreme  Court,  arguing  that  the  president  could  not 
terminate  the  Sino-American  Mutual  Defense  Treaty  with  Republic  of 
China  (Taiwan)  without  the  approval  of  Congress.  The  case, 
Goldwater  v.  Carter,  was  dismissed  by  the  court  as  a political 
question. 

Later  life 

By  the  1980s,  with  Ronald  Reagan  as  president  and  the  growing 
involvement  of  the  religious  right  in  conservative  politics,  Goldwater's 
libertarian  views  on  personal  issues  were  revealed;  he  believed  that 
they  were  an  integral  part  of  true  conservatism.  Goldwater  viewed 
abortion  as  a matter  of  personal  choice,  not  intended  for  government 
intervention]  59 1 

As  a passionate  defender  of  personal  liberty,  he  saw  the  religious 
right's  views  as  an  encroachment  on  personal  privacy  and  individual 
liberties.  [60]  In  his  1980  Senate  reelection  campaign,  Goldwater  won 
support  from  religious  conservatives  but  in  his  final  term  voted 
consistently  to  uphold  legalized  abortion  and,  in  1981,  gave  a speech 
on  how  he  was  angry  about  the  bullying  of  American  politicians  bv 
religious  organizations,  and  would  "fight  them  every  step  of  the 
way".  [61  ][ 62]  [ 63]  Goldwater  also  disagreed  with  the  Reagan 
administration  on  certain  aspects  of  foreign  policy  (for  example,  he 
opposed  the  decision  to  mine  Nicaraguan  harbors).  Notwithstanding 
his  prior  differences  with  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  Goldwater  in  a 1986 
interview  rated  him  the  best  of  the  seven  Presidents  with  whom  he  had 
worked. 

On  May  12,  1986,  Goldwater  was  presented  with  the  Presidential 
Medal  of  Freedom  by  President  Ronald  Reagan. 

After  his  retirement  in  1987,  Goldwater  described  the  Arizona 
Governor  Evan  Mecham  as  "hardheaded"  and  called  on  him  to 
resign,  and  two  years  later  stated  that  the  Republican  party  had  been 
taken  over  by  a "bunch  of  kooks  ".[ 64]  He  is  a 1987  recipient  of  the 
Langley  Gold  Medal  from  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  In  1988,  in 
recognition  of  his  career,  Princeton  University's  American  Whig- 
Cliosophic  Society  awarded  Goldwater  the  James  Madison  Award  for 
Distinguished  Public  Service.  [65] 

In  a 1994  interview  with  the  Washington  Post,  the  retired  senator 
said, 
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When  you  say  ", radical  right " today,  I think  of  these  moneymaking 
ventures  by  fellows  like  Pat  Robertson  and  others  who  are  trying  to 
take  the  Republican  party  and  make  a religious  organ  ization  out  of  it. 
If  that  ever  happens,  kiss  politics  goodbye.  [ 66] 

In  response  to  Moral  Majority  founder  Jerry’  Falwell's  opposition  to 
the  nomination  of  Sandra  Day  O'Connor  to  the  Supreme  Court,  of 
which  Falwell  had  said,  "Every  good  Christian  should  be  concerned", 
Goldwater  retorted:  "Every  good  Christian  ought  to  kick  Falwell 
right  in  the  ass.  "[67] [68]  (According  to  John  Dean,  Goldwater 
actuallv  suggested  that  good  Christians  ought  to  kick  Falwell  in  the 
"nuts",  but  the  news  media  "changed  the  anatomical 
reference.  "[69] [page  needed])  Goldwater  also  had  harsh  words  for 
his  one-time  political  protege,  President  Reagan,  particularly  after  the 
Iran-Contra  Affair  became  public  in  1986.  Journalist  Robert 
MacNeil,  a friend  of  Goldwater' s from  the  1964  Presidential 
campaign,  recalled  interviewing  him  in  his  office  shortly  afterward. 
"He  was  sitting  in  his  office  with  his  hands  on  his  cane...  and  he  said 
to  me,  'Well,  aren't  you  going  to  ask  me  about  the  Iran  arms  sales?'  It 
had  just  been  announced  that  the  Reagan  administration  had  sold 
arms  to  Iran.  And  I said,  'Well,  if  I asked  you,  what  would  you  say?' 
He  said,  'I'd  say  it's  the  god-damned  stupidest  foreign  policy  blunder 
this  country's  ever  made!"', [70]  though  aside  from  the  Iran-Contra 
scandal,  Goldwater  thought  nonetheless  that  Reagan  was  a good 
president.  [71]  In  1988  during  that  year's  presidential  campaign,  he 
pointedlv  told  vice-presidential  nominee  Dan  Quayle  at  a campaign 
event  in  Arizona  "I  want  you  to  go  back  and  tell  George  Bush  to  start 
talking  about  the  issues.  "[72] 

Some  of  Goldwater' s statements  in  the  1990s  alienated  many  social 
conservatives.  He  endorsed  Democrat  Karan  English  in  an  Arizona 
congressional  race,  urged  Republicans  to  lay  off  Bill  Clinton  over  the 
Whitewater  scandal,  and  criticized  the  military's  ban  on 
homosexuals: [66]  "Everyone  knows  that  gays  have  served  honorably 
in  the  military  since  at  least  the  time  of  Julius  Caesar.  ”[73]  He  also 
said,  "You  don't  need  to  be  'straight'  to  fight  and  die  for  your  country. 
You  just  need  to  shoot  straight.  "[74]  A few  years  before  his  death  he 
addressed  establishment  Republicans  by  saying,  "Do  not  associate  my 
name  with  anything  you  do.  You  are  extremists,  and  you've  hurt  the 
Republican  party  much  more  than  the  Democrats  have.  "[75] 

In  1996,  he  told  Bob  Dole,  whose  own  presidential  campaign  received 
lukewarm  support  from  conservative  Republicans:  "We're  the  new 
liberals  of  the  Republican  party.  Can  you  imagine  that?” (76]  In  that 
same  year,  with  Senator  Dennis  DeConcini,  Goldwater  endorsed  an 
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Arizona  initiative  to  legalize  medical  marijuana  against  the 
countervailing  opinion  of  social  conservatives. [77] 

Hobbies  and  interests 
Amateur  radio 

Goldwater  was  an  avid  amateur  radio  operator  from  the  early  1920s 
onwards,  with  the  call  signs  6BPI,  K3U1G  and  K7UGA.[78] [79]  The 
latter  is  now  used  by  an  Arizona  club  honoring  him  as  a 
commemorative  call.  During  the  Vietnam  War,  he  spent  many  hours 
giving  servicemen  overseas  the  ability  to  talk  to  their  families  at  home 
over  the  Military  Affiliate  Radio  System  (MARS). 

Goldwater  was  also  a prominent  spokesman  for  amateur  radio  and  its 
enthusiasts.  Beginning  in  1969  up  to  his  death  he  appeared  in 
numerous  educational  and  promotional  films  (and  later  videos)  about 
the  hobby  that  were  produced  for  the  American  Radio  Relay  League 
(the  United  States  national  society > representing  the  interests  of  radio 
amateurs)  by  such  producers  as  Dave  Bell  (W6AQ),  ARRL  Southwest 
Director  John  R.  Griggs  ( W6KW ),  Alan  Kaul  (W6RCL),  Forrest  Oden 
(N6ENV),  and  the  late  Roy  Neal  (K6DUE).  His  first  appearance  was 
in  Dave  Bell's  " The  World  of  Amateur  Radio"  where  Goldwater 
discussed  the  history  of  the  hobby  and  demonstrated  a live  contact 
with  Antarctica.  His  last  on-screen  appearance  dealing  with  "ham 
radio”  was  in  1994,  explaining  a then-upcoming,  Earth-orbiting  ham 
radio  relay  satellite.  Electronics  were  a hobby  for  Goldwater  beyond 
amateur  radio.  He  enjoyed  assembling  Heathkits,  completing  more 
than  100  and  often  visiting  their  maker  in  Benton  Harbor,  Michigan  to 
buy  more,  before  the  company  exited  the  kit  business  in  199 2.  [80] 

Kuchina  dolls 

Over  half  of  the  kachina  dolls  at  the  Heard  Museum  were  donated  by 
Goldwater.  In  1916,  Goldwater  visited  the  Hopi  Reservation  with 
Phoenix  architect  John  Rinker  Kibby,  and  obtained  his  first  kachina 
doll.  Eventually  his  doll  collection  included  437  items  and  was 
presented  in  1969  to  the  Heard  Museum  in  Phoenix.  [8 1 ] 

Photography 

Goldwater  was  an  accomplished  amateur  photographer  and  in  his 
estate  left  some  15,000  of  his  images  to  three  Arizona  institutions.  He 
was  very  keen  on  candid  photography.  He  got  started  in  photography 
after  receiving  a camera  as  a gift  from  his  wife  on  their  first 
Christmas  together.  He  was  known  to  use  a 4x5  Graf  ex,  Rolleiflex 
camera,  16  MM  Bel!  and  Howell  motion  picture  camera,  and  Nikon  FT 
35  mm.  He  was  a member  of  the  Royal  Photographic  Society’  from 
1941  becoming  a Life  Member  in  1948. [82]  For  decades,  he 
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contributed  photographs  of  his  home  state  to  Arizona  Highways  and 
was  best  known  for  his  Western  landscapes  and  pictures  of  native 
Americans  in  the  United  States.  Three  books  with  his  photographs  are 
People  and  Places,  from  1967;  Barry  Goldwater  and  the  Southwest, 
from  1976;  and  Delightful  Journey,  first  published  in  1940  and 
reprinted  in  1970.  Ansel  Adams  wrote  a foreword  to  the  1976 
book.  [83]  Goldwater' s photography  interests  occasionally  crossed 
over  with  his  political  career,  as  well.  John  F.  Kennedy,  as  president, 
was  known  to  invite  former  congressional  colleagues  to  the  White 
House  for  a drink.  On  one  occasion,  Goldwater  brought  his  camera 
and  photographed  President  Kennedy.  When  Kennedy  received  the 
photo,  he  returned  it  to  Goldwater,  with  the  inscription,  "For  Bany 
Goldwater  - Whom  l urge  to  follow  the  career  for  which  he  has  shown 
such  talent  - photography ! — from  his  friend  - John  Kennedy.  " This 
quip  became  a classic  of  American  political  humor  after  it  was  made 
famous  by  humorist  Bennett  Cerf  The  photo  itself  was  prized  by 
Goldwater  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  and  recently  sold  for  $17,925  in  a 
Heritage  auction.  [84] 


UFOs 

Goldwater  was  one  of  the  more  prominent  American  politicians  to 
openly  show  an  interest  in  UFOs. 

On  March  28,  1975,  Goldwater  wrote  to  Sldomo  Arnon:  "The  subject 
of  UFOs  has  interested  me  for  some  long  time.  About  ten  or  twelve 
years  ago  I made  an  effort  to  find  out  what  was  in  the  building  at 
Wright-Patterson  Air  Force  Base  where  the  information  has  been 
stored  that  has  been  collected  by  the  Air  Force,  and  I was 
understandably  denied  this  request.  It  is  still  classified  above  Top 
Secret.  "[85]  Goldwater  further  wrote  that  there  were  rumors  the 
evidence  would  be  released,  and  that  he  was  "just  as  anxious  to  see 
this  material  as  you  are,  and  I hope  we  will  not  have  to  wait  much 
longer. "[ 85 ] 

The  April  25,  1988,  issue  of  The  New  Yorker  carried  an  interview 
where  Goldwater  said  he  repeatedly  asked  his  friend,  Gen.  Curtis 
LeMav,  if  there  was  anv  truth  to  the  rumors  that  UFO  evidence  was 
stored  in  a secret  room  at  Wright-Patterson  Air  Force  Base,  and  if  he 
(Goldwater)  might  have  access  to  the  room.  According  to  Goldwater, 
an  angry  LeMay  gave  him  "holy  hell"  and  said,  "Not  only  can't  you 
get  into  it  but  don’t  you  ever  mention  it  to  me  again.  ”[86]  In  a 1 988 
interview  on  Larry  King's  radio  show,  Goldwater  was  asked  if  he 
thought  the  U.S.  Government  was  withholding  UFO  evidence;  he 
replied  "Yes,  I do.  " He  added:  I certainly  believe  in  aliens  in  space. 
They  may  not  look  like  us,  but  I have  very  strong  feelings  that  they 
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have  advanced  beyond  our  mental  capabilities...  I think  some  highly 
secret  government  UFO  investigations  are  going  on  that  we  don't  know 
about  - and  probably  never  will  unless  the  Air  Force  discloses 
them.  [87] 

Goldwater  Scholarship 

The  Barry  M.  Goldwater  Scholarship  and  Excellence  in  Education 
Program  was  established  by  Congress  in  1 986.  [88]  Its  goal  is  to 
provide  a continuing  source  of  highly  qualified  scientists, 
mathematicians,  and  engineers  by  awarding  scholarships  to  college 
students  who  intend  to  pursue  careers  in  these  fields. 

The  Scholarship  is  widely  considered  the  most  prestigious  award  in 
the  U.S.  conferred  upon  undergraduates  studying  the  sciences.  It  is 
awarded  to  about  300  students  (college  sophomores  and  juniors) 
nationwide  in  the  amount  of  $7500  per  academic  year  (for  their  senior 
year,  or  junior  and  senior  years).  [89]  It  honors  Goldwater's  keen 
interest  in  science  and  technology’. 

Death 

Goldwater's  public  appearances  ended  in  late  1996  after  he  suffered  a 
massive  stroke;  family  members  then  disclosed  he  was  in  the  early 
stages  of  Alzheimer's  disease.  He  died  on  May  29,  1998,  at  the  age  of 
89  at  his  long-time  home  in  Paradise  Valley,  Arizona,  of 
complications  from  the  stroke.  [90]  His  ashes  were  buried  at  the 
Episcopal  Christ  Church  of  the  Ascension  in  Paradise  Valley, 

Arizona.  A memorial  statue  set  in  a small  park  has  been  erected  to 
honor  the  memory  of  Goldwater  in  that  town,  near  his  former  home 
and  current  resting  place. 

Buildings  and  monuments 

Among  the  buildings  and  monuments  named  after  Barry  Goldwater 
are:  the  Barry  M.  Goldwater  Terminal  at  Phoenix  Sky’  Harbor- 
International  Airport,  Goldwater  Memorial  Park[91]  in  Paradise 
Valley,  Arizona,  the  Barry  Goldwater  Air  Force  Academy  Visitor- 
Center  at  the  United  States  Air  Force  Academy,  and  Barry  Goldwater 
High  School  in  northern  Phoenix.  In  2010  former  Arizona  Attorney 
General  Grant  Woods,  himself  a Goldwater  scholar  and  supporter, 
founded  the  Goldwater  Women's  Tennis  Classic  Tournament  to  be 
held  annually  at  the  Phoenix  Country  Club  in  Phoenix,  AZ.[92]  On 
February  11,  2015,  a statue  of  the  late  Barry  M.  Goldwater  was 
unveiled  by  U.S.  House  and  Senate  leaders  at  a dedication  ceremony 
in  National  Statuarv  Hall  of  the  U.S.  Capitol  building  in  Washington, 
D.C.[93] 
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(b)  Robert  "Bob"  Goldwater  was  bom  on  4 Jul  1910  in  Phoenix, 
Arizona.  He  died  on  4 Nov  2006  at  the  age  of  96  in  Phoenix, 

Arizona.

Junction  farm,  she  told  me  that  many  people  thought  John  Boren  had  a 
disagreeable  personality.  However,  she  told  me  that  she  thought  well  of 
him.  When  she  was  a teen  in  the  1920s  she  was  having  problems  with  her 
parents  at  home.  John  Boren  agreed  to  let  her  live  with  his  family,  and  she 
always  appreciated  his  kindness  during  this  difficult  period  in  her  life.  He 
purchased  a wheat  fam  in  Kimball  County,  Nebraska  in  the  1920's  on 
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which  oil  was  discovered  in  the  1950s.  He  was  particular  about  his  clothes 
and  appearance  throughout  his  life,  and  enjoyed  wearing  a suit  and  tie 
after  his  retirement  when  he  went  out.

Charles  Herbert  Vincent  will  always  he  remembered  as  a Realtor, 
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musician,  giver  of  service,  curious,  even  keeled,  but  most  of  alt  - 
he  was  true  to  his  high  school. 

Known  around  town  as  “Herb  ”,  the  Burbank  High  School 
graduate  passed  away  peacefully  at  his  Burbank  home  on  June  6. 
He  was  86. 

CHARLES  H.  “HERB"  VINCENT 
February  2,  1928  - June  6,  2014 

He  was  born  on  Feb.  2,  1928,  in  Hamilton,  Mont.,  to  Frank  and 
Flossie  Vincent.  He  had  one  sister.  Marge,  and  three  brothers; 
Frank,  Donald  (who  died  at  the  age  of  two  from  measles)  and 
Darryl.  His  father  died  when  Herb  was  8 years  old  and  in  1 939, 
at  the  age  of  11,  he  moved  to  California  so  his  older  brother, 
Frank,  could  attend  aviation  school  at  the  Curtis  Wright 
Technical  Institute  in  Glendale.  Herb  graduated  from  Burbank 
High  School  in  1946. 

After  graduation.  Herb  went  to  work  for  A. E.  Peterson 
Manufacturing  - (Peterson  Baby  Products)  in  Glendale.  He 
worked  for  Arnie  Peterson  starting  in  the  shipping  department  and 
working  his  way  up  to  national  sales  representative. 

He  met  his  wife,  Velma  Boren,  on  a blind  date  in  1947,  and  they 
married  on  April  9,  1949,  in  Los  Angeles. 

Herb  was  called  into  active  duty  in  1951  with  the  Air  National 
Guard  in  the  Korean  War.  He  served  in  the  562nd  U.S.  Air  Force 
Band  at  Moody  Air  Force  Base  in  Valdosta,  Ga.,  and  George  Air 
Force  Base  in  Victorville.  He  played  the  tuba  in  the  marching 
band  and  string  bass  in  the  dance  band  and  was  eventually 
promoted  to  Staff  Sergeant. 

After  the  Korean  War,  he  returned  to  A. E.  Peterson 
Manufacturing.  Arnie  and  Herb  shared  a long  friendship  and  in 
their  later  years  they  enjoyed  collecting  and  working  on  antique 
automobiles  together.  Herb  often  drove  his  Model  T in  local 
parades  and  chauffeured prestigious  riders. 

Arnie  introduced  Herb  and  Velma  to  Emmanuel  Church  in 
Burbank  in  1954.  Herb  was  a member  of  the  choir,  member  of  the 
deacon  board  and  chairman  of  the  church.  Under  Herb 's 
leadership,  Emmanuel  Church  became  affiliated  with  the 
Evangelical  Free  Church  of  America. 

In  the  1960s  Herb  decided  he  wanted  to  spend  more  time  with 
family  and  less  time  on  the  road  as  a salesman.  So,  he  earned  his 
real  estate  license  and  his  broker ’s  license  and  eventually  became 
a manager  for  Paul,  White  Carnahan  Realty  in  Burbank,  the  same 
companv  his  mother,  Flossie  had  worked  for.  In  the  1970s  Herb 
taught  real  estate  licensing  courses  for  the  Burbank  Unified 
School  District  Adult  School. 
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In  1974  Herb  and  Velma  opened  Vincent  Realty  and  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  Burbank  Board  of  Realtors. 

Herb  lived  a life  of  service  to  others,  his  family  said.  In  1970,  he 
joined  the  Burbank  Noon  Kiwanis  Club  and  remained  a member 
for  44  years  until  his  death.  He  did  everything  from  setting  up 
chairs  to  writing  the  newsletter  and  leading  as  president. 

He  was  a vital  Kiwanis  member  and  had  a playful  nature, 
said  Burbank  dentist  Bruce  Lilly,  who  is  the  club  's  president. 

“ Herb  had  perfect  if  not  almost  perfect  attendance,  ” Lilly  said. 
“He  always  sat  at  the  same  table,  just  to  the  right  of  the  podium 
and  1 7 n president  this  year,  so  he  would  say  ‘ Good  meeting 
Bruce,  good  job  ’ or  ‘Oops,  you  forgot  to  do  this '.  And  then,  I’d 
turn  my  back  on  him,  and  he  'd  steal  my  gavel.  ” 

In  the  1980s  Herb  served  as  a member  and  chairman  of  the 
Burbank  Planning  Commission  for  the  city  of  Burbank. 

He  sewed  many  years  on  the  Burbank  Historical  Museum  board 
of  directors  and  never  missed  a meeting,  and  was  a dependable 
weekend  volunteer,  said  museum  founder  Maty  Jane  Strickland. 
“He  was  just  fun  to  be  around  - a nice  person.  He  was  always 
even  keeled  and  sweet  natured,  ” she  said. 

He  was  great  for  bringing  in  tidbits  of  information  about 
Burbank,  she  added. 

“He  used  to  see  little  posts  sticking  up  around  town  and  he 
couldn  7 figure  out  what  they  were,  I didn  7 know  what  they  were, 
and  I think  the  city  finally  said  they  used  to  have  some  kind  of  a 
sign  on  them,  but  he  was  so  curious,  he  was  always  trying  to  find 
out  what  was  what.  ” 

In  1974  Herb  and  Velma  opened  Vincent  Really  and  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  Burbank  Board  of  Realtors. 

In  the  1 980s  Herb  served  as  a member  and  chairman  of  the 
Burbank  Planning  Commission  for  the  City  of  Burbank. 

After  suffering  cardiomyopathy  for  several  years,  Herb  received  a 
heart  transplant  on  Nov.  12,  1993.  This  was  in  the  early  stages  of 
organ  transplantation.  Herb  was  the  435th  heart  transplant 
recipient  at  UCLA  and  lived  an  additional  20  years  with  his  new 
heart,  his  family  said. 

Always  remembering  his  roots.  Herb  was  involved  in  the  Burbank 
High  School  Senior  Bulldogs  Foundation  and  was  editor  for  10 
years  of  the  Senior  Bulldogs  Newsletter. 

He  was  the  ultimate  Bulldog,  said  foundation  co-treasurer  John 
Coyle. 

For  over  ten  years,  Herb  spent  countless  hours  putting  together 
the  foundation  's  newsletter  every  month,  Coyle  said.  Since  passing 
on  this  chore  to  junior  members  of  the  Senior  Bulldog ’s 
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Foundation,  the  task  of  editing  and  producing  the  newsletter  is  a 
team  effort  and  is  now  a by-monthly  publication. 

“Herb  was  one  of  those  rare  individuals  dedicated  to  serving.  Fie 
will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  knew  him,  ” Coyle  said. 

Herb  had  a pilot 's  license  and  loved  to  fly  airplanes,  said  his 
family.  His  flight  log  reveals  that  his  last  flight  was  when  he  took 
Velma  up  for  a flight  over  the  San  Fernando  Valley. 

He  is  survived  bv  three  children,  Karen,  Bob  and  Glenda;  six 
grandchildren,  Joshua,  Jacob,  Jericho,  Jennifer,  Rhonda  and 
John;  and  nine  great-grandchildren,  Tim,  Joshua,  Britney, 

Gabriel,  Dartaniah,  Hannah,  Jonathan,  Grace  and  Luke.

Following  graduation,  they  moved  to  Des  Moines  where  Tad  went 
to  work  for  Gibbs-Cook,  the  Caterpillar  dealer  at  the  time.  He 
then  went  on  to  spend  many  years  in  the  grading  and  excavating 
business.  He  was  active  in  the  Jaycees  organization  and  a member 
of  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  serving  as  a deacon  during  these 
years.  Tad  and  Shirley  had  four  children  throughout  this  time. 

They  divorced  in  1973.  Following  the  divorce,  it  was  Tad's  idea 
that  generated  the  legislation  for  the  Joint  Custody  Law  in  the 
State  of  Iowa  in  1977.  Changing  careers,  he  became  a Certified 
Personnel  Consultant,  managing  a Snelling  and  Snelling 
emplovment  office  in  Des  Moines  for  several  years.  In  1985  he 
became  the  co-owner /operator  of  the  White  Glove  Service  along 
with  Dan  Pontow.  He  retired  in  1998 from  the  physical  side  of  the 
business.  Tad's  hobbies  included  tennis,  cooking,  gardening, 
music  and  his  dachshunds,  Bridgett  and  TiUie.  Tad  is  survived  by 
his  companion  of  33  years,  Dan  Pontow;  his  ex-wife,  Shirley 
Mellecker;  his  four  children,  Kirk  (Diane)  Mellecker  of  Park  City, 
Utah,  Brent  (Amy)  Mellecker  and  Blake(Kathy)  Mellecker,  both  of 
Chicago,  Illinois,  and  Melissa  Clarke  of  West  Des  Moines;  and 
seven  grandchildren.  Also  surviving  him  is  his  brother,  Brooks 
(Shirley)  Mellecker  of  New  Port  Richey,  Florida;  and  his  sister, 
Kay  (Richard)  Wahl  of  Green  Valley,  Arizona;  several  nieces  and 
nephews;  as  well  as  his  many  friends.  He  was  preceded  in  death 
by  his  parents  and  three  nephews.

Grace  moved  to  Los  Angeles, 
California  to  provide  a home  for  her 
sons  and  to  care  for  her  grand-daughter, 
Debbie,  in  1962.  She  lived  in  Murietta 
and  Sun  City,  California  in  1993-2006. 
She  died  on  2 1 Mar  2006  at  the  age  of 
95  in  Riverside,  California.  Grace  lived 
for  several  decades  at  14027  Komblum 
in  Hawthorne,  California.  She  took  care 
of  numerous  babies  and  pre-school 
children  for  many  years  at  her  home  in 
Hawthorne,  California. 

Grace  was  ever  the  humorist.  Diane  Flaherty,  her  son  Jim's  fiance, 
told  a story  of  visiting  her  in  the  care  center  during  her  final  weeks  of 
life  in  2006.  She  was  applying  cream  on  Grace's  dry  face.  Grace 
asked  what  she  was  doing,  and  Diane  replied  she  was  applying 
wrinkle  cream.  Grace  retorted,  "I  don't  need  any  more  wrinkles!" 
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Grace  Boren  Kemp 

There  was  an  often  repeated  tale  about  the  1916  John  and  Lillie  Boren 
family  photograph.  On  the  day  the  photograph  was  taken,  Grace,  at 
age  6,  cut  her  her  own  hair.  In  the  photograph  her  bangs  are  obviously 
uneven.  Grace  said  she  was  severely  spanked  for  this  defiant  show  of 
independence. 

Grace  once  complained  to  her  mother,  "Why  aren't  we  girls  pretty?" 

Her  mother,  Lillie,  replied,  "beauty  is  as  beauty  does." 

Before  her  marriage  Grace  worked  in  a drug  store  in  McCool  and  once 
told  me  she  had  an  interest  in  becoming  a pharmacist.  This  dream 
with  the  extensive  college  education  required,  however,  was  out  of  the 
question  during  the  Great  Depression. 

In  her  memoir  "The  Years  of  My  Life"  published  in  2002,  Lila 
Wertsbaugh  Wolvin  provides  a portrait  of  growing  up  on  a farm  in 
York  County  and  her  young  married  life  with  a nearby  fanner.  As  the 
same  age  as  Grace,  she  was  bom  in  1910  north  of  McCool  Junction, 
and  she  and  her  family  moved  to  various  farms  in  the  York  area.  It  is 
very  possible  that  the  Boren  family  knew  the  Wertsbaugh  family  at 
this  time.  Eventually  she  and  her  husband  settled  in  York,  and  most 
certainly  she  knew  Grace's  parents,  John  and  Lillie  Boren,  after  they 
retired  to  York  in  1949  since  all  were  active  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
One  of  her  sons  was  the  same  age  as  Grace's  son  Jim  when  they  both 
lived  in  York  in  the  1950s. 

Lila  provides  an  excellent,  understated  account  of  the  hardships  of  farm 
life  and  the  the  unending  toil  and  drudgery  of  women,  both  before  and 
during  the  Great  Depression.  The  description  of  threshing  time  is 
especially  vivid.  These  experiences  would  have  been  similar  to  the 
Boren's  life  on  a nearby  farm.  Lila  had  to  quit  school  after  the  8th 
grade  to  work.  Fortunately  John  Boren  had  the  means  to  keep  his 
three  younger  daughters,  Helen,  Grace  and  Mother  in  school  until 
their  graduation. 

As  adults  these  three  sisters  were  usually  moot  when  asked  to  recall 
their  childhood.  Much  of  it  was  apparently  grim.  All  three  described 
their  fear  of  their  father,  John  Boren,  an  ill-tempered,  strict  and  stem 
autocrat,  contrasted  with  the  all-pervading  warm  kindness  and  gentle 
love  of  their  mother,  Lillie  Evans  Boren.  The  Borens  and  Evans  were 
very  different  families.  There  were  times  of  merriment,  however. 

Both  Mother  and  Grace  recalled  the  fun  and  silliness  of  a slumber 
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party  with  their  friends,  where  they  were  pushing  each  other  out  of 
bed.  They  were  making  so  much  noise  in  the  middle  of  the  night  that 
John  Boren  yelled  at  them  to  quiet  down. 

He  did  not  allow  his  daughters  to  date  in  high  school,  but  they  had 
secret  boy  friends.  On  one  occasion  John  and  Lillie  went  on  a Sunday 
evening  to  the  Methodist  Church  in  McCool.  After  they  left,  Helen 
and  Grace  sneaked  boys  into  the  house  and  they  were  dancing  in  the 
front  room.  Their  brother.  Hob,  a jokester  and  fond  of  pranks  all  his 
life,  stole  away  to  McCool  and  absconded  his  parents  car  while  they 
were  at  church.  As  he  slowly  drove  up  the  farm  driveway,  just  as  his 
father  did,  the  sisters  screamed  seeing  the  approaching  headlights. 

They  pushed  the  boys  out  a back  window  and  straightened  up  the  room 
in  a frenzy.  After  a good  laugh  on  Hob's  part,  he  drove  the  car  back 
to  McCool,  and  his  parents  were  none  the  wiser. 

Grace  once  described  an  incident  at  the  large  4th  of  July  celebration  in 
Seward,  twelve  miles  east  of  York.  The  Methodist  Church  forbid 
dancing,  but  Grace  and  Hob  practiced  the  latest  dance  steps  in  secret. 

At  the  dance,  they  were  dancing  with  each  other  when  John  Boren 
came  to  the  pavilion.  Both  froze  in  fear,  expecting  severe  punishment 
for  their  infraction,  but  surprisingly  John  Boren  smiled  a bit.  They 
couldn't  believe  their  good  luck  and  relief  there  would  be  no 
punishment.  They  continued  dancing. 

Another  famous  family  incident  occurred  during  a Boren  family 
gathering  in  York  in  the  late  1950s.  Oliver  Irwin  and  Jack  and  Jim 
Kemp  were  playing  golf.  The  appointed  time  for  the  big  family  meal 
approached  and  in  desperation  Grace  begged  my  father  to  rush  to  the 
golf  course  to  pick  up  the  boys  so  they  would  not  be  late.  Instead,  my 
father  said  the  boys  should  be  allowed  to  complete  their  game,  and  the 
meal  was  delayed  until  he  waited  for  them  to  complete  the  full 
course.  There  was  uneasy  silence  at  the  dinner  table  and  sisters 
Grace,  Helen,  and  my  mother  were  fearful  about  their  father,  John 
Boren,  throwing  a tantrum.  He  was  fuming  at  the  table,  furious  that 
his  will  had  not  been  obeyed,  and  blurted  out  in  anger,  "I  have  decided 
to  leave  all  of  my  money  to  the  Methodist  Church!"  Grace  didn't 
miss  a beat,  and  immediately  responded  that  this  was  an  excellent  idea 
and  yes  this  is  what  he  should  do.  Taken  aback  by  this  unexpected 
affirmation,  he  was  silenced  and  the  meal  continued  on  as  if  nothing 
had  happened.

She  is  sprightly,  lively.  and  not  necessarily  as 
straight-laced  as  everyone  always  thinks.  Her  mind  is  quick  and  her  memory  prodigious,  much  belter  than  mine.  She  can 
remember  anal)  details  front  a trip  made  to  Washington  DC  forty  years  ago  - how  the  Potomac  River  came  up  to  the  mad, 
tund  Mantel  {her  daughter  in  law)  gave  her  driftwood  which  she  polished  and  it  is  now  on  ho-  wall  m designs  - how  the 
minister  at  the  Methodist  Church  they  were  going  to  Uud  Sunday  was  visiting  also  taint  Denver,  and  they  met  afterwards. 

Alma  has  pure  white  hair  and  white  skin,  hot  she  doesn't  look  old.  She  said  she  has  been  on  a diet  for  fifty  years,  no 
green  vegetables,  no  sugar,  no  sail  {bin  she  says  she  cheats  with  a link  brown  sugar  00  her  cream  of  wheat).  She  took  a 
diabetes  pill  for  fifteen  years,  bin  quit.  She  has  takers  a small  pill  to  settle  her  nerves  since  Arthur  died.  A nen  mm pCttOR. 
Oie  has  developed  a cue  of  stomach  ulcers,  does  not  like  to  he  around  crowds,  and  has  had  severe  shaking  spells  the  last 
tw  e times  at  church  and  the  senior  citizens  center.  She  is  unable  to  go  to  church  anymore,  hut  watches  a service  on  TV. 
Some  church  ladies  come  over,  and  they  go  to  visit  another  friend,  86,  who  has  become  senile.  Alma  wore  a pearl 
tKcklaci;,  sai  dressed  in  a stylish  gammer  suit,  perfectly  tatted.  She  is  s*>  thin  and  small. 

She  said  John  Boren,  her  failic*.  provided  a good  home,  but  unhappiness  came  over  her  face  when  at  my  prompting  she 
admitted  he  was  harsh.

She  hesitated,  lowered  her  voice  for  an  instant,  almost  to  see  if  anyone  was  listening,  as  if  she  might,  after  seventy 
years  still  get  ita  trouble  for -something  she  did  m teenager  “I  was  looking  after  she  young  twin  children  of  the  barber  in 
McCoel  One  Sunday,  while  1 wa*  on  the  outside  step  of  the  Methodist  chinch  pacifying  the  children  until  their  parents 
came.  Arthur,  who  wi*  five  years  older  and  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  came  up  to  me  and  asked  to  sue  me. 

- Von  will  have  to  s,k  my  father. ' Later  he  kissed  her  m the  step*  leading  down  to  the  church  basement.  V after  agreed 
that  fie  could  drive  her  home  after  chinch  every  other  Sunday.  After  a white  screwed  up  my  courage  and  went  to  see 
father  where  he  took  his'nap  upstairs.  ‘Either  1 get  to  see  Arthur  more  often  or  It  is  all  off.'  io  my  surprise,  he  agreed.  I 
think  he  m>  afraid  he  would  never  get  rid  of  me. " they  were  engaged  for  over  a year  before  they  were  married,  arid 
wen?  together  overall  for  four  years.  Again  Alma  said  she  had  never  toM  anyone,  but  at  age  sixteen  Arthur  was  the  only 
one  she  had  ever  dated...  re  kiwed”  In  McCool,  at  least,  it  was  the  same  for  Arthur,  she  said.  In  telling  this  she  took  so 
happy  and  proud,  and  almost  ecstatic  when  she  said  there  were  a number  of  us  in  the  Sunday  School,  but  Arthur  picked 
nreom.

I remember  taking  a trip  to  Mitford  probably  with  Grandpa's 
(and  maybe  my  mom)  They  had  a nice  house  and  I 
remember  I was  so  impresses  with  her  African  violets  all  over 
the  house  and  in  a kitchen  window.  I learned  from  her  how  to 
care  for  them  and  water  them.  Also  impressed  with  their 
store  (She  didn't  do  so  bad  if  she  only  went  to  10th  grade).  I 
don’t  remember  them  in  Me  Cool  too  often  as  they  were  tied 
down  with  the  store,  but  I think  they  were  there  for  Christmas 
of  1 933  after  my  father  died  in  November. 

When  we  were  in  Denver  one  time  to  visit  Herb’s  brother 
Frank  and  family  we  went  to  see  Alma  when  she  was  living 
with  Merritt  and  Warded  in  her  apt.  in  the  basement,  another 
time  we  went  to  the  assisted  living  to  visit  her  and  no  place  to 
sit  down,  she  didn’t  have  a chair , she  just  curled  up  on  the 
bed  (I  have  pictures  here  someplace.)  She  was  still  spry  ( I 
think  she  must  have  been  90  or  so).  Mardell  and  Merritt  just 
felt  they  couldn't  take  care  of  her  any  longer. 

Merritt  asked  if  1 would  like  to  have  the  trunk  that  she  had  that 
was  Grandma  and  Grandpa’s  wedding  trunk  (she  had  painted 
some  of  the  hinges.)  We  took  it  to  my  brother  in  laws  and 
shipped  it  home  with  us.  (I  think  we  were  flying  that  trip.  (You 
probably  saw  it  in  my  dining  room  when  you  were  here)  I try 
to  keep  ail  my  Boren  mementos  in  it.  Grandpas  drivers 
license  and  Hob's  and  his  wallet  and  Hob's  watch  and  ring 
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that  Hob  was  always  so  proud  of.  (Your  going  to  have  to 
come  back  again  and  have  some  more  reminisce  time.!) 

Guess  what,  I just  found  the  photos  and  we  were  there  in 
1981  or  82  also! 

I'll  try  to  scan  them  for  you. 

Merritt  and  Mardel  sold  that  house  and  moved  to  retirement 
community  and  he  and  we  went  to  lunch  with  them.  Then 
they  moved  back  to  where  she  came  from  with  relatives  in  the 
area.  We  went  down  hill  and  then  died  and  Mar  dell  lost  it 
and  they  had  to  put  her  in  a care  part  of  the  facility  and  one  of 
cousins  contacted  me.  she  was  handling  all  of  her  affairs.  My 
memory  slips  me  if  they  ever  notified  me  if  Mar  dell  passed 
away,  but  t think  so  by  now. 

You  were  great  to  take  such  complete  records  of  your  visit.  I 
tried  to  keep  picture  and  dates  etc.  but  the  more  time  goes 
on,  exact  times  and  places  kind  of  run  together.

VELMA  LOUISE  (BOREN)  VINCENT 
March  1983 

Updated  September,  2006 

1930-1938 

The  United  States  of  America  was  in  the  depths  of  an  economic  depression 
at  the  time  of  my  birth,  March  7,  1930,  m a modest  two  story  farmhouse  m 
Nebraska.  My  parents  Howard  Maurice  Boren  and  Irma  Mae  (Sateen)  Boren 
were  fanning  160  acres  of  (and,  with  various  other  farm  buildings,  barn,  pig 
pen,  garage,  chicken  coops,  "little  house  out  back",  cellar,  etc.  The  farm  was 
owned  by  my  grandparents,  John  W.  and  Lillian  Boren,  previously  owned  by 
John  W.'s  parents.  The  farm  was  located  between  the  Small  communities  of 
Lushton  and  McCool  Junction,  in  York  County  Nebraska.  We  attended  the 
United  Bret  hem  Church  in  Lushton  and  in  the  summertime  attended  free 
outdoor  movies  on  Saturday  nights.  Groceries  were  purchased  at  Ed  Franz 
General  Store  in  Lushton  or  in  York,  Nebraska..  We  hod  horses,  cows,  pigs, 
chickens,  dogs,  cats.  We  grew  earn  and  wheat  and  oil  our  own  vegetables.  My 
parents  were  born  near  the  area,  my  father,  Howard  Boren,  at  Waco, 
Nebraska,  April  3,  1898  and  my  mother  Irma  (Sateen)  Boren  at  Sutton, 
Nebraska,  January  21.  1902. 

My  brother,  Sussed  Dean  Boren,  was  born  May  17,1922  and  my  sister,  Doris 
Maxine  Boren,  January  21,  1924,  Our  family  life  was  interrupted  by  the 
death  of  our  father,  November  27, 1933.  My  being  3 years  old  at  the  lime  ,1 
did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  remember  anything  about  his  personality 
traits  or  get  to  know  him  as  a person,  all  I can  recall  is  my  Aunt  Grace  and 
Uncle  Francis  Kemp  taking  me  to  visit  him  m the  York  Hospital  where  he  was 
suffering  from  Pneumonia  and  was  m an  oxygen  tent,  After  he  passed  away 
the  casket  was  placed  in  our  living  room  until  the  funeral  service  and  then 
taken  to  the  Greenwood  Cemetery  for  burial.  The  cemetery  was  a quarter 
of  a mile  down  the  road  adjacent  to  our  Aunt  Hallie  {J,  W.  sister)  and  Uncle 
Will  Shipleys  farm.  I was  very  upset  with  the  ladses  cleaning  up  after  the 
luncheon  as  they  were  putting  the  silverware  in  the  wrong  places! 
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Life  on  the  farm  was  a busy  and  demanding  life  for  the  parents.  Mother 
cooked  on  a wood  stove,  no  indoor  plumbing,  cows  to  milk,  chickens  to  feed, 
vegetable  gardens  to  grow,  corn  to  husk  and  wheat  to  harvest  in  the  summer. 
Baked  all  the  bread  for  the  family,  butchered  the  hogs  and  cows,  washed 
clothes  on  a scrub  board  after  heating  water  on  the  wood  stove.  She  also 
made  all  of  bars  of  soap.  Heavy  cast  irons  were  heated  on  the  stove  also  to 
iron  the  clothes.  Many  an  article  of  clothing  was  refashioned  from  discards 
of  our  aunts  and  uncles  clothes.  We  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  a 1928 
Chevrolet  sedan  to  take  us  to  the  United  Brethern  Church  in  Lushton, 
Nebroka  and  in  the  summer  time  to  the  free  outdoor  movies  an  Saturday 
night  in  a vacant  lot.  Once  in  awhle  we  would  drive  to  York,  located  about 
18  miles  away  and  a population  of  5000-6000  people  and  visit  some  relatives 
and  do  our  main  shopping.  The  big  treat  was  to  purchase  white  bread,  a ring 
of  bologna,  bananas  and  snicker  candy  bars.  Each  August  a Salem  Family 
Reunion  was  held  in  the  park  and  a chance  once  a year  for  a swim  at  the 
large  swimming  pool.  ( a group  of  about  150  gathered,  they  now  meet  every 
5 years,  a geneoigy  has  been  kept  up,  records  were  started  in  the  1500's  in 
Switzerland.)  Unde  Wesley  Salmert  in  Sutton,  Nebraska  (Irma’s  brother) 
just  celebrated  his  JOO11'  Birthday  (2006)  in  Sutton,  Nebraska. 

family  members  were  a lot  of  support  during  these  trying  times.  Aunt  grace 
(Boren  Kemp)  would  care  far  me  at  her  farm  once  in  awhile  and  oh  how  she 
loved  to  wash  my  hair  (my  scalp  still  tingles  from  the  hard  scrubbings  she 
gave  it.)  Unde  Hobart  Boren  came  to  live  with  us  for  a couple  of  years  to 
help  with  the  farm  chores  and  help  harvest  the  crops  , with  his  help  and 
those  of  hired  hands  and  my  brother  we  remained  there  an  the  farm  far  5 
years  after  my  father  died.  I loved  riding  in  the  horse  drawn  wagon  going 
up  and  dawn  the  rows  of  corn  while  Uncle  Hob  picked  the  earn. 

The  summer  of  1936  my  aunt  Jo  (Evelyn)  Boren  was  married  to  William  Irwin 
and  moved  to  Onawo,  Iowa  and  I was  invited  to  spend  6 weeks  with  them  to 
relieve  my  mother  of  my  care  during  harvest  time.  The  plans  were  te  take 
me  to  Fremont,  Nebraska  visit  my  Aunt  Helen  (Boren)  and  Uncle  ftoy  Dahl, 
then  board  a bus  to  York,  Nebraska,  However,  grandpa  and  grandma  Boren 
decided  to  meet  us  in  Fremont  and  drive  me  home  in  their  Studeboker.  One 
disappointed  little  girl  as  this  was  going  to  be  a big  adventure.! 
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The  fad  of  1936  I started  first  grade  m a one  roam  School  house  about  a 
mile  from  home.  District  18,  grades  1 through  8.  (Aunt  Grace  also  went  to 
this  school).  My  first  teacher  was  my  cousin  Irene  Shipley  that  lived  a 
quarter  of  a mile  down  the  road,  I loved  to  spend  time  at  her  home  with 
Aunt  Hallie  and  Uncle  Will  Shipley,  because  she  had  toys  we  couldn't  afford, 
like  blackboards  and  chalk. 

A distant  cousin  Dale  Bellows  lived  just  an  eighth  af  a mite  down  the  road 
from  me  and  was  a year  older,  he  would  come  by  our  farm  and  give  me  a ride 
to  school  on  his  bicycle  in  good  weather  and  his  Shetland  pony  in  the  winter 
months.  We  would  jam  Keith  and  Barbara  Bredenkamp  and  continue  on  to 
school.  I tattled  to  the  teacher  one  time  and  Keith  and  Dale  ,on  horseback 
chased  me  through  the  wheat  fields  all  the  way  home. 

When  we  visited  m 1951  with  baby  Karen  (we  were  stationed  m Valdosta, 
Georgia  with  the  562nd  Air  force  Band  and  were  on  leave),  we  drove  by  the 
farm  and  Dale  Bellows  and  wife  and  2 children  were  living  there  and  farming 
the  land.  (After  that  Grandpa  Boren  had  all  buildings  removed  so  they  could 
grow  mare  corn,  also  District  18  had  been  torn  down.) 

Nearby  form  lived  Art  and  Ethel  Hendricks  end  their  daughter  Yvonne  (2006 
Yvonne  is  still  living  on  the  same  farm  and  her  son  does  the  farming  and 
experimenting  with  growing  cotton  and  is  doing  real  well,) 

Also  remember  visits  to  Milford,  Nebraska  where  Aunt  Alma,  Uncle  Art  and 
Cousin  Merritt  Anderson  lived  and  owned  a grocery  store 

1938-1941 

1938  we  held  an  auction  of  all  our  farm  equipment  and  some  household  goods 
and  moved  to  a large  rooming  house  at  623  Nebraska  Avenue  m York, 
Nebraska.  It  was  a 3 story  house  that  hod  been  a hospital  converted  to  a 
rooming  house  mother  managed  for  college  students  attending  York  College. 
This  was  located  behind  the  fire  Station  and  Post  Of  f ice  with  a pork  across 
the  street  and  also  a library  on  the  other  corner.  Needless  to  Say  this  was 
a lot  more  exciting  for  a girl  of  8 as  we  had  sing  atengs  around  the  piano  at 
night  and  gathered  around  the  radio  m the  evenings, 
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Living  in  a city  with  brick  streets  and  sidewalks  opened  up  new  activities  as 
roller  skating,  playing  jacks,  square  dancing,  kick  the  can  in  the  park  and 
sledding  down  the  hills  in  winter.  Acquired  good  friends  in  grammar  school 
and  when  my  best  friend,  Marcella  Hiatt,  moved  to  Idaho,  it  was  a traumatic 
time,  however,  made  another  close  friend  of  Patty  Curnutt.  My  first 
experience  of  eating  in  a restaurant  was  with  Patty  and  her  mother  and  had 
a bacon,  lettuce  and  tomatoe  sandwich  when  I was  8 years  old. 

This  house  proved  to  be  too  large  to  handle  so  we  moved  to  another  2 story 
house  at  908  Lincoln  Avenue,  which  was  the  mam  street  of  York  on  Highway 
80  and  spent  many  hours  watching  and  identifying  the  cars  of  that  era  that 
passed  by,  Houses  are  no  longer  there.  Fire  Department  burned  the  house 
ors  Nebraska  Ave.  down  and  made  a parking  lot  and  the  house  on  Lincoln 
Avenue  is  a commercial  building  (2006) 

In  the  summer  of  194!  was  my  second  vacation  with  grandpa  and  grandpa 
Boren  when  we  drove  to  Casper,  Wyoming  to  visit  my  Aunt  grace  and  Uncle 
Francis  Kemp  and  Cousin  Jack. 

When  we  returned  to  York,  plans  had  been  made  to  follow  my  brother, 

Russ, to  Los  Angeles,  Califorroa  where  he  was  employed  at  North  American 
Aircraft  Factory  prior  to  World  War  II,  Unde  Hob  had  married  and  he  and 
Aunt  Janie  also  lived  in  Los  Angeles.  Once  ogam  we  sold  all  our  worldly  goods 
and  each  pocked  on  Sus+cose  and  a Postman  in  York  took  his  vacation  and 
drove  us  to  California,  Mother,  Sister  Doris  and  her  fiance  Clarence 
"Sweeney”  Weiss.  It  was  exciting  to  cross  the  Continental  Divide  and  see 
the  vast  country  between  Nebraska  and  California,  Especially  the  Rocky 
Mountains  after  the  f laf lands  of  Nebraska, 

We  arrived  in  Los  Angeles,  October  4, 1941  to  this  beautiful  land  of  Palm 
trees,  Orange  groves,  flowers,  green  lawns  and  beautiful  Poinsetta  plants  at 
Christmas  time. 

We  moved  into  a Spanish  style  building  called  Patio  Apartments  at  1514  West 
20th  Street.  We  lived  upstairs  at  the  back  of  the  unit  which  afforded  us  a 
view  in  our  breakfast  room  of  palm  trees  and  f ram  the  living  room  a view  of 
the  patio  walkway  below.  It  was  a one  bedroom  apartment  with  a Murphy 
pull  down  bed  in  the  living  room.  It  was  completely  furnished  with  furniture. 
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cooking  utensils,  dishes,  bedding,  linens,  doilies  esnd  all.  Each  week  we  turned 
in  the  soiled  linens  and  exchanged  for  fresh  laundered  ones  for  on  added 
fee.  (I  have  in  my  possession  a blue  and  white  kitchen  table  cloth  with  Patio 
Apts.  Embroidered  in  the  corner.  Apparently  got  packed  Into  our  things 
when  we  moved1) 

Uncle  Hob  and  Aunt  Jane  Boren  lived  a short  distance  from  us.  Russ  had  his 
own  apartment  in  the  court  and  Sweeney  and  his  sister  Edna  had  another 
one.  Then  Doris  and  Sweeney  were  married  and  then  our  Grandmother,  Cora 
Salmen  came  to  share  the  apartment  with  Mother  ond  I, 

My  days  at  Beremdo  Junior  High  School  near  Pico  Blvd.  ard  Vermont  Avenue 
in  Los  Angeles  were  happy  „ exciting  and  memorable  days  with  many  friends 
and  activities  even  though  we  were  in  the  midst  of  World  War  II.  I was 
active  in  a youth  group  at  the  Chrisitian  Church.  I invited  a friend,  that  I 
walked  to  school  with  eaeh  day,  to  go  horseback  riding  and  her  horse  threw 
her  (went  under  o limb  of  a tree),  we  are  Still  close  friends  today.  Probably 
the  biggest  disappointment  was  when  I developed  the  "mumps’"  end  could  not 
participate  in  the  9th  grade  graduation  exercises.  My  boy  friend  at  the  time 
instead  dated  Joan  Qlander  who  in  adult  life  became  Jayne  Mansfield! 

I shall  digress  here  to  pay  tribute  to  our  Mother,  who  through  all  of  these 
days  of  trials  and  tribulations,  was  never  one  to  complain  or  show  fear  of  the 
unknown.  She  met  each  new  challenge  with  courage  and  conviction  that 
everything  would  work  out  oil  right.  She  was  truly  of  a pioneer  spirit  to 
leave  our  roots  in  Nebraska  and  came  to  such  a large  city  with  no  skills  or 
trades.  (She  did  teach  school  before  She  was  married.)  She  was  great  in 
Mathematics  or  Arithmetic  as  it  was  called  in  those  days  and  this  helped  her 
in  positions  of  soles  clerk  in  her  future  years. 

(May  2006)  heard  a speaker  that  talked  on  the  life  of  a student  in  South 
Central  Los  Angeles  (Ghetto)  ond  the  building  was  in  the  1500  block  of  20rh 
street  near  Vermont  and  Washington  and  how  horrible  living  conditions,  fear, 
filth,  gangs  etc.  and  they  go  to  the.  Vermont  Elementary  School  where  I did. 
At  13  and  14  I thought  nothing  about  walking  home  at  10:00  or  1.1-00  at 
night  after  movies,  also  girl  friend  and  I would  go  to  fAocArthur  pork  and 
ride  the  boats  on  the  lake  at  night.  (Was  Westlake  Park  then).  Thank 
goodness  I was  only  living  there  until  1945.) 
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Mother  found  work  in  an  office  building  m downtown  Los  Angeles  in  the 
Army  Quartermaster  Corps  as  a fife  clerk.  The  summer  of  1945  I was  also 
employed  there  when  they  announced  that  World  War  II  had  ended,  we  had 
saved  hole  punches  from  paper  for  months  and  used  it  for  confetti  and 
threw  it  out  of  the  upstairs  windows  to  celebrate  the  happy  occasion. 

Our  means  of  transportation  was  by  streetcar,  bus  which  we  rode  to  work, 
shop,  beach,  theatres,  church  etc.  In  fact  this  is  how  mother  met  Clark 
Smith,  on  a street  cor,  they  ran  off  to  Mexico  and  were  married  and  the  3 
of  us  moved  to  Burbank  along  with  his  son  Cliff  that  was  6 months  older  than 
I.  We  had  a great  time  going  to  Burbank  High  School  and  using  Clark's  Model 
A coupe  to  go  to  football  games,  the  beach  etc. 

We  rented  a cute  little  bungalow  at  438  hi.  Ontario  St.  in  Burbank.  I lived 
their  far  a school  year  when  I was  16,  with  the  landlady  and  husband,  while 
the  folks  took  Cliff  to  Lodi  to  finish  high  School  They  returned  and  we 
moved  to  North  Hollywood  but  I continued  on  at  Burbank  High. 

Clark  and  Irma  Smith  moved  to  Ventura  and  I returned  to  stay  with  the 
people  at  438  while  I worked  as  a Secretary  at  Roosevelt  Elementary 
School  until  Herb  and  I were  married  April  9, 1949  and  we  purchased  a home 
at  648  N.  Whitnal  Highway  near  Roosevelt  school  and  I continued  working 
until  March  1951  when  Karen  was  born.  (Did  not  learn  to  drive  until  I was  27 
years  old,  lesson  #1,  have  someone  besides  yoyr  husband  teach  you  to  drive!)

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Lnshton  m Ckshier.  In  October,  1906,  lie  gave  up  this 
position  and  cniue  to  York  where  he  entered  the  Fanners 
National  Bank  of  York  as  bookke«;per.  This  bank  had  been 
organized  in  August,  1906  with  G A.  McCloud  as  President, 
He  was  promoted  and  held  the  position  of  Assistant  Cashier 
of  the  Bank  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  the  office  of  County 
Treasurer  of  York  County,  November,  1909. 

He. took  hold  of  the  work  in  this  office  with  Ms  usual 
energy  and  attention  to  detail  and  was  able  to  make  a good 
record.  This  was  attested  to  when  asking  for  re-election 
he  received  the  flattering  majority  of  1*285  votes. 

The  contrast  in  the  development  of  the  County  at  the 
present  time  with  its  evidences?  of  wealth  and  prosperity 
is  great  when  compared  to  the  level  treeless  prairies  of  an 
early  day.  When  going  visiting  or  to  market  it  was  possible 
to  start  out  in  the  general  direction  of  the  place  desired  to 
be  reached, 

York  County  is  a most  desirable  place  in  which  to  live. 
Esekiel  Evans 

Ezekiel  Evans,  the  son  of  Ezekiel  and  Mary  Jennaiii 
Evans,  was  bora  in  “Baltimore  Hundred/’  Sussex  County, 
Delaware,  February  28,  1829.  He  lived  in  the  first  tier  of 
houses  near  the  Atlantic  Ocean  for  a number  of  years. 
He  “followed  the  sea"  but  desiring  to  improve  conditions 
he  left  for  the  west  at  26  years  of  age  and  settled  in  Illinois. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Martha  Jane  W ill  jams,  Septa- 
ber  29,  1857,  and  lived  near  Warsaw,  Hancock  County, 
Illinois,  until  again  the  western  fever  took  possession  of 
hint  and  he  with  his  wife  and  family  now  consisting  of  six 
sons  departed  for  the  west  and  located  in  York  County. 

When  he  came  to  the  county  to  homestead  he  came  on 
the  train  as  far  m Lincoln,  then  by  stage  as  far  as  Seward, 
when  it  was  necessary  to  come  the  rest  of  the  distance  on 
foot.  He  homesteaded  the  Northeast  quarter  of  Section  18, 
Town  11,  Range  1 west,  in  April,  1872,  and  brought  his  fam- 
ily in  the  fall  of  the  same  year  coming  overland  in  a '*  prairie 
schooner/’  As  he  was  a minister  of  the  gospel  ns  well  as  a

colts  ate  the  grass  growing  so  plentifully.  A*  the  settlers 
at  that  time  seemed  so  poor,  and  he  so  ‘ rich  m the  faith 
that  tied  would  care  for  him"  could  not  ask  for  the  ‘need- 
ful’* but  obeyed  his  God  with  trusting  faith,  mtn  MS 
trusty  fowling  piece  he  killed  the  meat  for  Ins  family,  ni> 
created  to  ten  bv  the  addition  of  four  daughters  m Nebraska, 
Geese,  duck,  quail,  rabbit,  and  chickens  were  plentiful  and 
and  they  who  cared  to  hunt  could  have  them  for  the  killing 
of  them. 

He  was  school  director  in  his  frontier  days  in  Illinois, 
and  was  also  now  school  director  in  his  new  home,  end  bunt 
the  first  school  house  in  his  district,  Waco  township. 

With  the  help  of  his  sons  he  farmed  four  hundred  MW* 
of  land  in  addition  to  preaching  the  gospel  They  said  it  did 
not  rain  In  Nebraska  but  that  first  Lord's  Day,  a/ter  Je 
preached  the  first  gospel  sermon  in  York,  it  did  ram  until 
the  water  was  several  inches  deep  over  the  ground  whew 
our  court  house  now  stands.  The  Lord  helped  him  to  build 
up  six  Churches  of  Christ  in  York  County, 

When  on  his  first  trip  to  see  the  country,  he  picked  up 
on  'Indian  arrow  head,  near  where  the  court  house  now 
stands.  He  thought  ‘4if  the  Indian  can  live  here,  the  white 
man  can,”  This  thought  has  proven  to  be  true  m present 
prosperity  shows, 

* When  he  looks  back  to  the  Anderson-Ford  wedding  he 
thinks  the  roast  turkey  tasted  as  good  in  that  nice  dugout  as 
now  in  the  most  modern  dwelling.  At  that  time  when  hun- 
gry it  was  easy  to  get  together  a few  dry  sticks,  toast  a quail, 
some  corn  or  some  rye  bread.  Then  after  he  had  a nap  the 
black  horse  Jim  would  neigh  and  be  ready  to  take  his  master 
on  to  the  next  appointment. 

He  later  moved  to  Waco,  then  in  1901,  went  back  to  his 
childhood  home  with  his  wife,  leaving  the  children  scattered 
over  the  west.  After  six  years  Nebraska  appealed  to  him  as 
of  old  and  at  the  earnest  wish  of  his  friends  and  loved  ones, 
he  returned  to  York  in  1907  and  there  is  settled  in  his  own 
home.  He  has  found  that  York  County  is  the  garden  spot

Glimpses  of  Other  Days 

The  people  who  icame  to  Nebraska  in  the  years  <d  _'65 
and  ’66  and  later,  can  took  back  and  see  that  since  that  tune 
the  hand  of  evolution  has  been  busy  changing  the  vast 
prairies  that  were  at  one  time  considered  part  of  the  Great 
American  desert  to  & fertile  farming  country  and  homes  for 
thousands.  The  prairies  in  those  days  had  a different  ap- 
pearance and  one  looking  over  them  could  see  as  far  as  the 
vision  of  the  eye  could  reach.  The  monotony  was  only 
broken  sometimes  by  a herd  of  deer  or  antelope  or  elk  and 
sometimes  buffalo.  The  grass  on  the  prairie  at  that  tune 
was  short  and  in  bunches  and  where  now  plenty  of  hay  can 
be  made,  then  it  took  a hundred  acres  to  make  a ton.  I he 
the  streams  were  visited  by  friendly  bands  of  Indians  flap- 
ping the  beaver  and  other  game  which  was  to  be  found  m 
abundance-  The  first  Indiana  the  writer  ever  saw  were 
camped  in  a grove  where  now  the  K.  P.  park  is  located  and 
there  were  a boss  t oh<&  btiBdraJ  in  th&  b^mcL  An  Ith!  imi 
aw  came  to  our  home?  she  could  talk  English  very  plain- 
ly and  told  us  where  they  camped  farther  up  the  river,  the 
band  had  lost  a child  which  was  never  found.  They  thought 
it  had  fallen  in  the  river  and  gotten  under  the  ice. 

The  Ponies  and  Omaha  Indians  always  had  their  annual 
buffalo  hunt  in  the  latter  part  of  the  summer.  They  formed 
an  alliance  and  hunted  together  so  they  would  be  strong 
enough  to  fix  the  Sioux,  Their  custom  was  to  go  west  and 
get  around  the  buffalo  and  draw  them  east  from  the  Sioux. 
This  would  cause  trouble  and  sometimes  there  would  be 
fighting.  Sometimes  the  buffalo  would  ho  driven  ns  far  >fif?t 
as  York  county  and  that  is  the  reason  some  of  the  first  set- 
tlers here  saw  the  Indians  htmtmg  buffalo  on  these  prairies. 

The  first  buffalo  I ever  s»w  was  in  1868  when  I was  but 
a boy,  I got  on  mv  pony  to  visit  friends  near  where  the  r u-

was  down  on  either  Second  Street  or  Second  Avenue,  south  of  Washington. 

She  was.  always  a wry  patriotic  wosan.  I tewwber  when  Arizona  and  Saw 
Mexico  MM*  states,  she  sewed  two  more  stars  in  the  ELag  and  the  U«f 
always  flew  Eras  a little  flagpole  On  the  front  oi  me  house  Oft  ewer/ 
occasion  that  it  should  be  flown,  I remaster  her  driving  us  Cut  to  the 
Indian  school  eoce  in  a while  to  observe  the  flag  coning  down,  and  sh«  taught 
us  how  to  stand  and  salute  it. 

She  wm  a very  athletic  wo*an  or,  I should,  say,  a woman  interested  in 
athletics.
